‘There is no doubt of the complicity of 
Allen in the operations of Holmes, and his 
anxiety to escape fourteen years more in the 
Arkansas Penitentiary will lead him to di- 
vulge all his knowledge, not only of his swin- 
diing operations but bis criminal acts, in all 
their murderous details. 

Knows Where thé Bodies Are. 

“Allen was asscciated with Holmes at the 
ime Minnie Williams first made her ac- 
quaintance with that man. He waa one of 
the principals in the transactions by which 
Holmes and Pitzel secured possession of the 
Texas property. He was one of the parties 
who executed the final transfer and mortgage 
by which Holmes raised the ,money on this 
Téxas land and Attorney Capp has enough 
irtefutable evidence to show that Allen can 
tell the manner in which Minnie and Nannie 
Williams and Mrs. Conner and her little 
daughter Pearl were murdered and the dispo- 
sition made of their bodies. It is not yet 
known if he can divulge the secret of the dis- 
appearance of others whose murders have 
been laid at the door of Holmes, but of the 
foregoing there is no question. 

This man Allen first appeared, so far as 
known, in the business transactions of 
Holmes through the deed which transferred 
tne Texas property of Minnie Williams to A. 
E. Bond, The date of this deed was April 18, 
1893, and was executed before H. H. Holmes 
as Notary Public May 27, 1893. When the 
deed was received by John King, Clerk and 
Register of Deeds of Fort Worth, in Decem- 
ber, 1893, the acknowledgment was found to 
lack some essential requirements under the 
Texas law and was returned for cor- 
rection. Right here is where Attorney 
Capp makes one of the strongest points 
in his civil suit to set aside the deed on the 
grounds that Minnie Williams had been mur- 
dered. According to the civil laws of Texas 
circumatantial evidence alone is necessary to 
prove that parties no longer exist, and this 
has been the ground on which Attorney Capp 
worked, Instead of the acknowledgment be- 
ing corrected atthe time it was returned to 
Chicago it was madein conformity with the 
legal requirements under the , old date, which 
would have been impossible had it taken the 
proper legal course and without the conniv- 
ance of the Notary Public before whom it was 
taken. By the time it was returned to Fort 
Worth it showed a transfer of the property 
from A. E. Bond to B. T. Lyman, and the ne- 
gotiations for logns.were made by Lyman in 
person, who was none otherthan B. F. Pit 
*zel, one of the vietimis of Holmes’ murderous 


After Eight Months’ Work. 

For eight months the detectives employed 
by Attorney Capp in the interest of the Min- 
nie Williams heirs had been attempting to 
locate Allen, alias Bond, alias Hatch, alias 
** Mascot,”’ who was known to have been in- 
timately associated with: Holmes in all his 
transactions for a number of years. 

About the time that Holmes was arrested 
and piaved in jail in Philadelphia the old 
man was indicted and convicted on a charge 
of horse stealing and sentenced to the Arkan- 
sas Penitentiary for a term of fifteen years. 


Sheriff Rea, who brought him face to face 
with evidence plain and strong enough to 
shéw him that he had an opportunity for his 
life, as such it really istoa man of hisage with 
such a sentence to serve, 

Telegrams between Little Rock, Fort 
Worth, and Chicago, forming a long-distance 
consultation between those engaged in pro- 
moting the vital interests of the Williams heirs 
resulted in the convict agreeing upon a condi- 
tional release to come to Chicago and poiat out 
the existing evidence of Holmes’ terrible 
crimes, 

When Attorney Capp left the office of In- 
spector Fitzpatrick after alengthy consulta- 
tion last evening he was accompanied by the 
Inspector and Chief Badenoch. -The party 
was immediately surrounded by reporters, it 
having been known during the afternoon that 
the Texas lawyer had sprung the sensation of 
the day and had provided the police with in- 
formation that fastened the crime of murder 
on H. H. Holmes. An afternoon paper had 
intimated that Capp was ho'ding back a wit- 
ness who could give positive evidence of the 
crime should he be granted immunity from 
the law. Chief of Police Badenoch had inad- 
vertently corroborated this, but declined to 
go any further. 

Sworn to Secrecy. 

Every effort was made to keep Attorney 
Capp from com munication with the reporters. 
Before leaving the office he was sworn to se- 
crecy, and in turn told the local authorities 
that, while he was a man from Texas, he knew 
what he was about, and he demanded a 
like pledge.” It was agreed that no hint to the 
information or important turn of~ affairs 
coula be got, and with this they marched 
across the street and remained there for an 
hour. The reporters were given ample op- 
portunity to quiz the attorney, but the police 
and the lawyer refused to divulge any of the 
sensational information. 

Inspector Fitzpatrick, to make doubly sure 
of his man, rode with Attorney Capp ona 
State street cable car as far as Congress 
street, and parted with him at the foot of the 
“TT,” road steps, Capp going to the Audito- 
rium Hotel, where he .is stopping. 

On arrival at the hotel Attorney Capp de- 
clined at first to discuss the caseatall. He 
then made the statement that so far as the 

-civil suit was concerned he was thoroughiy 
satisfied, and could return to Fort Worth with 
enough circumstantial evidence to complete 
his case and set aside the deed alleged to have 
been signed by Minnie Williams, and on 
which the property was originally transferred. 

He was reluctant to proceed any further 
and dodged every direct question which bore 
on the all-important developments which he 
had brought about. He gave no information 
willingly, and it was only under great pres- 
sure and by direct questioning that he finally 
acknowledged the discovery of Alien and his 
vital importance. 

He recited the circumstantial evidence 
which is already knownto the public, with 
the exception of the important error in the 

acknoviedgment of the deed, and spoke

Agent Arnold, Who Knew Holmes Well 
When in Chicago, May Be Able to Tell 
More than He Has in Regard to How 
Holmes Took Out PolicieseArnold 
Owns to Placing Insurance on Pitzele 
Conner Tells a Strange Story of an At- 
tempt to Get Him to Insure Himself. 

In searching for a motive for the murders 
laid at Holmes’ door Chief Badenoch spoke 
yesterday of a possible confederate in the 
person of a life insurance agent. The Chief 

did not name the man. He did not intimate 

this individual had any guilty knowledge 

of Holmes’ alleged traffic in human life. 

But he thought he knew a good deal which 

might be helpful to the Police Department in 

linking together its none too complete chain 
of evidence against Holmes, 

And, talking of life insurance agents who 
knew Holmes, there is a man living in Min- 
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crookedness of Holmes and his associates 
and spoke in almost a whisper to conceal the 
nature of the words which might otherwise 
have been overheard by those standing near. 

‘*It was over six months before our firm, 
that of Capp & Canty, would take the case 
for the Williams heirs, as we did not wish to 
risk a failure. It looked dark at the begin. 
ning, but now everything is as cleat as day. 
First of all I wish to speak of the character 
of the Williams girls. Never had there been 
a shadow to rest on the reputation of these 
two young girls, unless such a thing might be 
considered when Minnie Williams went to 
Denver and organized a theatrical company 
in which she lost $15,000. Ther she came 
to Chicago and fell in with Holmes, the fata! 


step of her life. Nannie Williams was a 
pure, good girl, and never has there been 
a single word of _ reflection on her 


character up to the time she came to Chicago 
in response to a letter from her sister telling 
of the marriage of the latter to Harry Gordon, 
alias Holmes, and inviting her to join them 
on a Europeantrip. There has been nothing 
to indicate a change in the life of the latter 
up to the last knowledge her relatives have, 
and the last letter to her uncle, requesting them 
to send her trunk here, described the magniti- 
cent opportunities offered by her sister’s mar- 
riage, in which her own life was to be changed 
from care and worry to that of enjoyment 
and the completion of her musica! education, 
which formed her ambition. Nannie had no 
property of her own, and such a change as 
described in her letter meant everything for 
her. 
Case Had a Fascination. 

‘*] became more and more interested as I 
advanced in this case and made up my mind 
to find a possible truth of their disappear- 
ance, I believe that Holmes murdered these 
two girls. I have believed so on what I con- 
sidered the strongest evidence for some time, 
and these developments simply carry satis- 
faction and conviction to me. 

0O** The details of the transactions by which 
the Texas property of Minnie Williams was 
manipulated by Holmes and his associates 
have become pretty well known to the pub. 
lic. Along in December of 1893 John King, 


our County Clerk and Recorder of 
Deeds, received an acknowledgment of 
a deed purporting to be signed by 


Minnie Williams transferring her right and 
titleto property valued at from $40,000 to 
$70,000 in Texas toone A. E. Bond. This 
property consisted of a quarter of a block of 
ground in the heart of the City of Fort Worth. 
The deed was dated April 18, 1893, at Chica- 
go, lil.,and acknowledged befor Notary Public 
H. H. Holmes on May 27, 1893. The date 
of such acknowledgment as recorded by 
County Clerk Wulff of Cook County, Lil. was 
dated July 27, 1893. As I said before, it 


/ was not received by our County Clerk, 


John King, until December, and after 
holding it nearly a week he discovered that it 
was notin conformity with the Texas laws, 
and returned itto Chicago accompanicd by 
the proper form of acknowledgment. 

It Was a Fatal Flaw. 

** It came back to Fort Worth Jan. 7, 1894, 
properly made out, but instead of the date of 
acknowledgment being changed to that time 
it bore the dates of the original signature and

Tur TRIBUNE yes- 
terday printed the fact that Richardson 
died several years ago, presumably before 
the time of the skeleton-fixing episode given 
by Chappell. Investigation yesterday shows 
Richardson died April 22, 1889, at No. 2706 
La Salle street, of consumption, over four 
years before the date given by Chappell. 
This fits .in with the statement of Chappell’s 
family that he and’ Richardson fixed one 
skeleton seven or eight years ago. 

If anything more was needed to prove the 
falsity of Chappell’s statement it is fur- 
nished in the testimony of the officials of 
the Hahnemann College. With a view to 
au’henticating his previous statement Dr. 
Edward M. Bruce, Assistant Treasurer of the 


institution 
Phelps, the Treasurer, yesterday morning. 
As a result of the investigation Dr. Bruce 
said: 

“I have looked through the records thor- 
oughly as far back as 1887 and I can find no 
transactions such as mentioned between the 
college and either Chappell or Richardson. 
The skeleton identified by Chappell we have 
had for at least four years. I do not know 
how much longer, as the janitor, Berghoff, 
is positive it was in the old college before it 
was torn down to make room for the present 
structure. That would place the date back 
as far as May, 1802, and we must have had 
the skeleton some time previous to that. 
The only other old skeleton in the college 
collection was purchased in 1889 of a man by 
the name of Smith. There is nothing to 
show on the books of any skeletons pur- 
chased from either of the two men men- 
tioned, which would have appeared if such 
a transaction had taken place. It is a good 
déal of amyth. 8. 8S. Richards was a stud- 
ént taking a post-graduate course, and be- 
fore the time when Chappell says he sold 
the college the skeleton he was practicing 
medicine in Ohio. Richards could, not pos- 
sibly have been Rithardson.” 

“‘Tony’’ Berghoff, the janitor, has been 
connected with the hospital and college for 
over twelve years, and he is absolutely cer- 
tain the skeleton was in the possession of 
the college for some time previous to 1892. 
He said: 

“I was janitor of the hospital up to the 
time of the tearing down of the college. 
Shortly after Dr. Carp became Superiritend- 
ent I was employed to move the apparatus 
from the college and store it in the hospital. 
This skeleton was the only one which was 
intact. I could identify it in the dark. The 
moving took place in May, 1892. and I can 
remember seeing that skeleton for a month 
prior to that time. I am positive that no 
new skeletons were brought into the school 
during 1893.”’ 


FIND SOME OF HOLMES’ MEMORANDA. 


Record of the Organization of the Engle- 
wood Jewelry Company. 

In poking around through the rubbish in 
the Holmes Building an amateur litterateur 
unearthed an account book in which is reg- 
istered a number of small financial trans- 
actions made by Holmes. It includes dates 
from May 1, 1885, to Sept. -2, 1890, and a rec- 
ord of the Englewood Jewelry company, 
which company consisted practically of 
Holmes, and which did business in the build- 
ing in Sixty-third street. The record shows 
that C. W. Arnold, the’insurance agent, 
now in Minneapolis, concerning whom much 
inquiry has been made, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors. 

Throughout the record of the company 
“K. Durkee,’ one of the stockholders, is 
represented by “H. H, H.” “K, Durkee”

stockholder was J. L. Conner, who was in 
fact Julia L..

Arnold was interviewed last Saturday by a 
correspondent for Tur TRIBUNE He said he 
dropped Mr. Holmes “ like a hot potato ”’ 
because his business methods were not of 
the purest ray serene. He also said that in 
1892 he insured Pitzel for $2,000, and that he 
wrote insurance for Holmes personally three 
times and insured hinetwice, but he said 
Holmes took little interest in his personal 
insurance and dropped it. Mr. Arnold said 
Holmes never told him anything about his 
insurance schemes. — 

But there are people in this city who tella 
different story. They tell of semi-secret 
conversations between the two on matters 
of life insurance. These conversations were 
not always at Holmes’ place of business. 
lie sometimes visited Arnold’s house and 
conferred with him on insurance matters. 
One night, when Mrs. Arnold was sick, her 
husband left home on the invitation of 
Holmes shortly before midnight and did not 
return until between 3 and 4 the next morn- 
ing. When Mrs. Arnold asked him where 
he had been he said he had been fixing up 
some documents which Holmes needed in a 
hurry, and that when this work was done he 
and Holmes had sat up talking over business 
matters. ; r 


Conner Urged to Insure. 


When I. L. Conner was working for Holmes 
it- was an almost everyday occurrence for 
either Holmes or Arnold to ask him to get 
his life insured. Not only was he urged to 
take out a policy, but his wife also was told 
she should insure her life for the benefit of 
their little daughter, Pearl, and also get a 
policy on the little one. Holmes frequently 
talked with her on the subject, and she 
talked with her husband. Conner took little 
interest in the scheme, and the less interest 
he took the more vehemently Holmes urged 
it on- Mrs. Conner. Arneld was the man 
who looked after Conner himself.. He grew 
so persistent that one day Conner said to 
him: : 

“Tf it is the dollar you want for turning in 
an application for insurance, why, here is 
the dollar, but I don’t want to tame. out any 
policy.”’ 

Despite his wife’s entraties Connes abso- 
lutely refused to permit her to take out a 
policy on either herself or the daughter. 

in view of these circumstances and of a 
statement made by Holmes the other day 
when the skeleton of a child was discovered 
in the Sixty-third street cellar Conner thinks 
if-he had taken out a policy he might no 
longer be in the land of the living. Here is 
Holmes’ explanation: 

“T was in the game to insure a man, his 
wife, and a child, theirdaughter. The whole 
family. was to have been murdered, so to 
speak, and then we were to have collected 
the money. The scheme was this: Instead 
of the people being murdered they were to 
£0 away and hide. We were to get subects 
from a medical college and chop them up 
so they would not be identified. I got two 
bodies, a woman and a girl, from a college 
and we kept them in a cold storage ware- 
house in Chicago for some time.’ Then we 
moved the bodies over to the castle. The 
scheme fell through and we were obliged to 
bury the remains in the cellar. What the. 
Chicago police are finding now are the 
bones of these two bodies. We didn't get 
all the bodies needed because of.the row 
and the failure of the plan." |

Bloody Race War On at the Brookside 
Mines in Alabama. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 30.—{Special.]—A 
bloody race war is on at Brookside mines, 
ten miles from Birmingham. James Smith, 
a discharged colored driver, indulged in de- 
clamatory talk among the other negro min- 
ers, trying to influence them against the 
whites. Deputy Sheriff A. T. Woods went 
to arrest him. Smith shot Woods through 
the heart. Joel Baxter, a citizen, was also 
killed. The double murder was a signal for 
a géneral uprising of the negroes,.who im- 
mediately ran to their cabins and procured 
arms, At the same time the white men came 
to the rescue of Woods and Baxter. The re- 
sult was a pitched battle on the outskirts of 
the little town. Over a hundred shots’were 
fired, but night brought a temporary ces- 
sation of hostilities. Several negroes are rc- 
ported dead. The blacks have the town and 
are greatly excited. Sheriff. Morrow and a 
carload of deputies have left on a special 
train for the scene.

Senator Crawford was then recognized, and 
he raised the point of order that Senator Herb 
had noright to refer to anything that had 
taken place at the last session. ‘he point was 
well taken, and Senator Herb, after declaring 
that the biil had been carefully considered by 
the committee of which he was Chairman, sat 
down, 

Senator Evans then arose and in rather 
caustic terms denounced the Committee on 
Military Affairs of which Senator Herb is 
Chairman. The committee had been called 
together with unwarranted haste and the bill 
was rushed through without discussion. 

Senator Herb denied this and a general dis- 
cussion followed on the motion to send the 
bill back to the committee. The roll was 
called and the bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs by a vote of 17 
to 26. 

Senator Fitzpatrick’s bill to increase the 
tax levy $1,000,000. the next two years was 
passed by a vote of—yeas 37, nays 1—Sena- 
tor Coon voting in the negative, 

On motion of Senator Mahoney the Senate 
arbitration bill, which came up on third read- 
ing, was tabled and the bill of Mr, Hogan 
from the House was substituted therefor. 

On motion of Senutor Berry Hogan’s bill 
was then recalled to the order of second read- 
ing for the purpose of amendinent. Berry 
then offered two amendments, one of which 
was to do away with !ocal boards of arbitra- 
tiop andthe other providing that the State 
Board of Arbitration shali have.no power to 
act unless confirmed bs the Senate. Both 
amendments were adopted and the Dill ad- 
vanced to the order of third reading. 

Revenne Bill in the House. 


In the House on motion of Mr. Miller of 
Cook the revenue bill of Mr. White of White- 
side was taken up on second readin?. The 
numerous amendments agreed upon in Com- 
mittee of the Whole were read one by one 
arid adopted without opposition until the 
amendment providing for the assessment of 
real estate once every four years was reached. 

Mr. Stoskopf aow renewed the fight against 
this proposition which he made unsuccess- 
fully in Committee of the Whole, He offered 
an amendment providing for an assessment 
of real estate every-two years. He made a 
speech in support of, his amendment, saying 
there Was no Lecessity for so radical a change 
in the revenue law, that there should be an 


‘annual assessment as in the past, but in order 


to avoid the defeat of a bill containmg other 
features which were meritorious he was will- 
ing, as a compromise, to provide for an as- 
sessment only once every two years. 

Other speeches in support of Stoskopti’s 
amendment were made by Merritt, Needles, 
Sharrock, Lecrone, Jones of Cook, and Gra- 
ham, while Crafts, McKinzie, and Boyd spoke 
against :t. Upon a qt of the ro!l the amend- 
ment was adopted—yeas S82, nays 34. 

Several other amendiments to the com mit- 
tea amendments were adopted, all of them of 
mivor importance. 

The tax levy bill was reported from the 
Senate, and on motion of Mr. Kiein it was 
read a first time and advanced to second read- 
ing. 
At the afternoon session conzideration of 
the committee eimendments to the revenue 
bill was resumed. 

Mr. Burroughs offered an amendment fix- 
ing the maximum rate of taxation for county 
purposes at twenty-five cents on the hundred 
valuation, instead of fifteen centa as provided 
in the committee amendment, 

Mr. Crafts said it seemed to be forgotten 
that under the working of this bili large 
amounts of personal property pow escaping 
taxation would be brought to light and taxed. 

Mr. Berry said Mr. Crafts lived in a dis- 
trict not affected by the amendment as other 
districts were affected, “YT tell you,” said 
Mr. Berry, ** that uniess you adopt this amend- 
ment your bill will never become a law, be- 
eause in my judgment it will never pass the 
House, and if it does it willnot pass thé Sen- 
ate, and if it does it wil) never pass the Exec. 
utive.”’ 

**T would like to ask,” inquired Mr. Dear- 
born, “ if the gentleman has any authority to 
speak for the Executive.’’ 

** If the gentleman is anxious to know.”’ re- 
plied Mr. Berry, **I will say that when I say 
the Governor will not sign this bil! yoless we 
inerease this tax, 1 speak on authority be- 
cause the Goyernor told me so today,” 

“*T admit,”’ said Mr. Dearborn, * that that 
is pretty good authority.”” | Laughter. | 

Mr. Burroughs’ amendment raisimg the 
maximum rate of county taxes to 25 cents on 
the $100 valuation wus then adopted. 

Mr. Challacombe asked ununimous con- 
seat to have read a second time his bill re- 
pealing the libel law. Mr, Jones of Cook ob- 
jected. Then Mr. Berry moved a suspension 
of the rules for the reading of the bill. This 
motion prevailed and bill was advanced to 
third reading. 


Another Investigation Resolation. 


In view of the fact that numerous charges 
have been made against the Legislature of 
corruption, Representative Martin B. Bailey 
of Danville, Vermilion Couuty, has come to 
the conclusion that the parties making these 
charges should be given a chance to tell what 
they know. ‘To bring abeut this result he will 
offer a — tomorrow calling upon 
Gov, Altg@id and others to come belore the 
bar of the House and teli what they know. It 
is possible Mr, Bailey may be prevented from 
offering the resolution, but if he can get the 


any Republican member of the Legislature 
relative toan early adjournment, The mat- 
ter has not been referred to in an open Way, 
nor will it be» The members of the commit- 
tee and the hundreds of Republicans who re- 
sponded to Mr. Tanner’s invitation did good 
work among the members. In good plain 
Engtish they told them the Legislature ought 
to adjourn. This course was so contrary to 
what had been expected that the legislators, 
with few exceptions, admitted the justice of 
the popular demand for an adjournment and 
agreed to do their.best to bring it about, 

‘After a short business session at the Leland 
Hotel in the morning the committee and a 
number of prominent Republicans from all 
parts of the State who had been specially in- 
vited to confer with it met in the Hall of 
Representatives in the State-House in the atft- 
ernoon. There were many politicians who 
believed that at this meeting open denuncia- 
tion of the long-continued session and eim- 
phatic demands for its immediate cessation 
would be made, but they were mistaken. It 
was here again that the fine diplomacy of 
Chairman Tanner was manifest. 


No Denunciation of Members, 


Instead of irritating Representatives and 
Senators by an open arraignment for their 
responsibility'in continuing the session these 
gentlemen were patted on the back and told 
they could be trusted to the utmost to carry 
out ‘the wishes of their constituents in bring- 
irig the session toa close, In fact but little 
reference was made to the matter in any way, 
all of the speeches partaking more of the nat- 
ure of a glorification of party achievements in 
the past and rogeate-hued predictions of glori- 
ous victories to be won in the future. It was 
in this line that Senator Cullom, Congressman 
Hopkins, Senator Horace Clark, Senator Lit- 
tler, and ex-Congressman Magon spoke, their 
efforts receiving hearty recognition fromthe 
large assemblage of representative KRepub- 
licans who were present. The real straight- 
from-the-shoulder blow at Gov. Altgeld sand 
the special session was delivered in tne Pag 
ing address of Chairman Tanner. He did not 
mince matters nor epare words in outiihing 
the bad financial condition in which the State 
of Illinois is placed by the reprehensibie pol- 
icy of the Democrats and their leader, Gov. 
Altgeld. ‘Tanner’s denuucianon of the men 
who had brought about this condition of af- 
fairs was received ina manner which could 
leave no doubt of the feelings of his audience. 
Men cheered and clapped their hands arid 
waved their handkerchiefs with as much en- 
thusiasm as would greet the victory of a fa- 
vorite ‘standard-bearer. 

With the special session matter taken care 
of in other ways and the necessity for an open 
scolding or remonstrance removed, the after- 
noon meeting was solely in the nature of a 
love feast. Every speaker was full of confi- 
denee for the future. and counseled an open 
meeting of the cnemy on its own grounds, 
both as to protection and free siiver, and in- 


\sisted that the battle be fought on these lines 


without shirking. If the sentiments expressed 
today may be taken as an indication of the 
character of the resolutions to be iacorporated 
in the party platform next year the Kepublic- 
ans of Illinois will be outspoken on the tariif 
and financial questions. They will demand a 
return to the reciprocity policy of James G, 
Blaine. 
Ev-Gov. Fifer Is Absent. 


It was expected that ‘‘Private”’ Joe Fifer 
would be here to. counsel with his brother 
Republicans and ineidentally air hie little 
gubernatorial boom, which has been thus far 
kept concealed in the vicinity of Biooming- 
ton. Mr. Fifer had been specially invited to 


/ attend the meeting, but he did not come. 


Perhaps it was because, iike many other men, 
he expected the matter of bringing the spe- 
cial session to a close would be publicly dis- 
cussed, necessitating some plain talk which 
might be hurtful to those who are nursing 
ambitions for political preferment, Mr. 
Fifer lay so low on this occasion that he was 
not heard from even by proxy. 

As regards the handling of the ca’npaign in 
the Eighteenth Congressional District for the 
election of. a successor to Mr. Remann, the 
members of the State committee feei much 
as they did in regard to the special session. 
It was purely a matter of advice and counse! 
in both instances, ‘The voters of the Light- 
eenth District will be asked, in the interests 
of the Republican party of the State and Na- 
tion, to make their selection of a nominee 
without regard to personal aspirations or 
bickermgs, This done, the committee will 
devise means of assisting in his election to 
the extent of providing the strongest speakers 
and the funds that may be necessary for the 
vigorous pushing of a legilimate canvass. 
While it is only a special ciection, Mr. Tanner 
and bis associates fee! that it is of the utmost 
importance that a Republican should be re- 
turned, not that one vote in the House of Rep- 


‘ resentativee will make much ditference to the 


Republican party at large, but for the health- 
ful effect which the election of a stanch party 
man will have on future political events, 

The moral effect” of the presence of the 
State Republican committee at this time can 
hardly be overestimated, The meeting, while 
resulting in no formal action or set programm, 
has to a large degree cleared up the poiitical 
atmosphere and made perfectly plain both to 
the members of the Legislature and the elect- 
ors of the Eighteenth Congressional District 
the proper course to be foliowed. In neither 
instance can ignorance oj the real wishes of 
the rank and tile of the Republican party 
throughout the State be pleaded, There can 
no longer be any doubt that the people ex- 
pect the speed$ passage of whatever legisia- 
tion may be necessary to put the affairs of 
the State in good shape. and that t..s be fol- 
lowed at once and without further argument 
by the dissolution of the special session. 


Clearing-Up Meeting Held. 


Tonight the committee held a sort of a 
clearing-up meeting. The members congrat- 


be on their guard. 

There are other questions affecting every par- 
tion of the State which ought here to be consid- 
ered and properly dealt with. The circumstances 
under which we have come together are excep- 
tional and indeed witlimut precedent. This com- 
mittee, of course, assumes no rights and can ex- 
ercise no power not conferred upon it by the 
iules and usages of the party. In creating such 
an agora for conference, at an acknowl- 
edgea crisis in the history of the party, it is 
clearly within the line of its duty. The crisis to 
which | refer is not somuch acrisis in the his- 
tory of the Republican party as it is a crisis in 
the history of the State of Dlinois. 


Democrats Responsible for It. 


For its existence not Republicans but Demo- 
crats are responsible, It has been the boast oa 
our people irrespective of party that the State 
was out of debt and that its credit in the finan- 
cial world was as high as that of the Government 
of Great Britain. The thirty-eighth General As- 
sembly. with a Democratic majority in both 
House and Senate, attacked this credit by ap- 
propriations for the two fiscal years from July 1, 
1898, to July 1, 18905, amounting in the agere- 
gate to $9,000,000 and providing for a tax levy 
of only $5,000,000 with whieh to meet them. 
This action was approved by Gov. Altgeld. The 
metive of such reckless legislation is apparent. 
It was the desire of the then dominant party 
to go before the people at the elections of 1894 
with a record showing liberal appropria- 
tions combined with alow rate of 
taxation in order to capture tho Legislature and 
to defeat the lection of a Republican successor 
to Senator Cullom, Buttheir false record did 
not save them. In spite of their robbery of the 
State Treasury of the necessary working balances 
which the Republican party bad always main- 
tained there the people at the election put up on 
the brazen forehead of Democracy the brand of 
all its crime against American prosperity. It is 
a somewhat remarkablo fact that we Republic- 
ans are constantly called upon to pay off Demo- 
cratic indebtedness. We cannot under the 
Constitution of lllinois, borrow Money 
to meet the deficit which is tnpon us. The con- 
sequence is that Democratic mismanagement of 
the State finances has brought us tothis wretched 
and disgraceful situation. Between now and 
July 1, 1806, tne Auditor estimates we will have 
about #$4,500,000,to pay and will have only 
about $2,000,000 With which to pay it, making a 
deficit for the current year of approximately 
$2,500,000, for which we have a Jamecratic 
Legislature and a Democratic Governor to thank. 
Worse than that, nething that the present Gen- 
eral Assembly can do wiil avail to avoid this 
deficit, for the reason that any levy for 1895 
which may be authorized by it will produce no 
revenue before the middle of April, 1806. 

Accordingly the people of Illinois may prepare 
themselves to see, with shame, the warrants of 
the State Auditor upon the piublic treasury dis- 
fonored and sold im the market to speculators 
within the next four months. Let it be remem- 
bered, too, t the sure prospect of this dishonor 
to our State—so sure that the slightest use of 
multiplication and percentage reveals it with 
the certainty of mathematical demonstration 
did not, in the view of a Democratic Executive, 
callfor the assembling of a Democratic Legis. 
lature whose falseness to its duty kad occasioned 
the emergency. With a bBlind partisanship which 
obscured trues notions of patriotic duty the action 
of that General Assembiy was commended, and 
the people are left to conjecture in what school 
of dishonest partisan arithmetic it was that the 
Democrat learned to cipher so much better in 
1805 than be was able to do in 1803. It matters 
less, however, to us as Republicans how this de- 
plorable condition of the State finances occurred 
than how it is to be remedied and its recurrence 
in 1807 prevented. Thesituation is intolerable, 
The Democrats are responsib!e for its existence. 
To us now belongs the task of putting an end to 
it. If the Democrats acted as demagogues we 
cannot afford to imitate them. Our course 
should be guided solely by considerations of pat 
riotiam and  statesmanship. The people 
of Lilinois cannot permanently be kept 
in the dark, nor will they upprove 
of bad financial management on our part, nor 
piace upon us a responsibility which does not 
properly belong to us: ‘They will indorse any tax 
which is necessary to save and maintain the pub- 
lic credit. This is a moment which demands the 
exercise of high Republican virtues of candor 
and courage, which are always safer as well as 
more honorable than cowardice and deception. 


Gov, Altgeid’s Partisan Object. 


In saying what I have said upon this subject I 
must not be understood as indorsing Uov. Alt- 
geld's call for an extra session of the Legista- 
ture. He could have avoided this necessity in 
either of two ways. In the first place he might 
have insisted that his own Democratic Legis- 
lature, the Thirty-eight Democratic Assem- 
by, should ‘lo what he deciares 
the Thirty-ninth Assembly is cul- 
pable for not doing-—namely: Make tho tax levy 

roportionate to the appropriations. Had _ this 
xeen done there could now be no pretense of an 
emergency whatever. Inthe second place he 
might have refused to sign the levy bill passed 
by the present Genera: Assembly at its regular 
session. and retarned it with objections which he 
now sees fitto maketoit. The patriotic solici- 
tude upon the Governor's face is far too trans- 
arent to conceal what was actually in bis mind, 
both in 1893 and in 1895, on both of which oc- 
casions he proceeded in a spirit of 
unjustifiable disregard of the public wel- 
fare in the hope of achieving a partisan 
advantage, His motive in i803 was the same 
which actuated that Legislature which | have 
already exposed. His mative in 1895 was to find 
an excuse bor the call for this extra session in 
order that he might load the call with a long list 
of topics in the bope that the Legislature would 
swallow the bait and by continuing in session 
without sufficient cause render itseif odious to the 
people of the State, and so lay the foundation 
for Republican defeat in 1896 and for the trans- 
fer of the twonty-four electoral votes to the Dem- 
ocratiec candidate for the Presidency. 

The question, therefore, wr' i we must here 
face is whether the Republican party can afford 
to follow his lead: whether by so doimg it Is not 
in danger of stumbling into the trap which he’ 
has artfully laid in its path. With the exception 
of the tax levy bill, which I have shown needs 
increasing solely throngh Democratic delin- 
quency two years ago, which I have exposed, and 
with the further exception of the arbitration 
bill and the reform of the revenue system, all the 
many subjects named in the Governor's procia- 
mation have been before every General Assembly 
that has assembled in twenty years, have 
been discussed pro and con again and 
again without definite action, and not 
one or all of these subjects could possibly be re- 
gurded as an “extraordinary emergency,’ such 
as alone, under the Constitution, coald justify 
the Governor in cqguyening an extra session. The 
presen’ extra session, thus questionably called, 

s entailing a great expense upon the people, 
with a treasury depleted by Democratic partisan 
jugglers to the point of bankruptcy, which just 
now they can ill afford. Every hour the session 
is needlessly prolonged will. whether justly or 
not, be charged to our party, and that result was 


warmly applauded, On being introduced by 
Chairman Tanner he said: 


Mr. Chairman, Members of the’ Republican 
State Central Committee, and Fellow-Citizens: 
If ] had beeu inquired of three days ago whether 
I intended to make a political speech this sum- 
mer | would hive said: ‘‘No, not by any means.” 
his is one of the summers in which I have been 
trying to fight shy of anything in the shape of 
work for the first time in my life. But I saw from 
the papers from where I have been resting for a 
couple or weeks that the State Central conmmittee 
was about to meet; that there were some iin por- 
tant matters to be attended to by that comntittee 
and there would probably be a zood many Re- 
publican friends invited, and I never can stand 
it to be away from such an occasion, so I took 
the boat and started for my home. | am gratified 
to find so many of the old-fashioned. warni- 
hearted, earnest Republicans present here ia this 
clogday time of the year. Our etree eon friends 
do not know how to run the government, either 
mtate or national. Once in a while they come 
pretty neariy doing right. but it is a ‘mistake on 
their part. |Laughter.|] They never apparentiy 
do right intentionaily. Take our friend, the Gov- 
ernor of Illinois. A littie more than two years 
ago, Whan the Logislature -was in session, the 
large appropriations were made and the Legis- 
lature failed to make a sufficient levy to pay 
them. The Governor failed to see that that was 
so, orif he saw it he failed to call the Legis- 
lature together and ask them to increase the 
levy. This year he is quick to see the levy was 
not.sufliciently large to pay the gurrent expenses 
of the State government. 

The questions named in the Governor's call for 
this session were questions that the Legisiature 
had had under discussion for months and be 
knew that they were unable to agree within a 
reasonable time on these questions, and yet he 
caliod them back, which is rather an unusual 
thing for a Governor todo. I criticise the ex- 
ecutive officer somewhat hesitatingly, because | 
have occupied that position myself, and there is 
away of dealing with the Legislature that is 
frank and fair and openhanded, and thereis a 
way of playing politics for the sakeof getting a 
little advantage in that office, and that is some- 
thing of which 1 was never: charged of being 
gmulity. 

Senator Cullom referred to the record of 
the Democrats in Congress on the tariff biii. 
He said they had never intended that it should 
contain any protective features and that they 
crept in by mistake. Continuing he said: 

And now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I want 
to say to you as a committee, that you are doing 
right in watching the best interests of the people 
of this State. 1 want to say to the Legislatare 
that you are your own judges of what your duty 
is as representatives of the State of Lilinois, and 
far be it from me to undertake to dictate except 
as a personal friendto you what your policy 
ought to pe-with referenco to the present session.

INSURANCE FRAUDS TRIALS COMMENCE, 


Case of Charles Arthur, Consumptive 
Street Beggar, Is the First. 

Morehead City, N. C., July 30.—[Special. ] 
—The famous Beaufort life insurance conspir- 
acy trial. opened here today. The trial war- 
rant was issued by Justice Allen C. Davis, but 
the defense swore outa removal of the case 
trom before him, and dustice Willis was 
selected to preside with Justice Joshua Den- 
nis as associate, It developed . that 
Associate Justice Dennis was the _ son- 
in-law, a fact that he had  adrvitly 
witttheld, of the arch-conspirator Hessel.| 
Dennis withdrew and Justice McKain was se- 
lected. There are twenty-five cases of alleged 
fraudulent graveyard insurance pending at 
this trial with as many individual defend- 
ants, with C. R, Hassell and Noe, 
Delemar «& Cou. insurance agents, 
and Dre. T. B. ODeletnar an E. 
L.. Perkins, examining physicians, figuring as 
the conspirators in every case. The first case 
called was that involving the poiicies issued 
on the life of Charles Arthur, a street beggar, 
who in his appjication for insurance and in 
the examinations was represented to be a 
man of sound constitution, good health, 
and splendid hereditary record, whereas 
he was a walking skeleton at the time, 
and had been for more than two 
years previous afflicted with bowel con- 
sumption, of which he died within a 
few mopths after *he issuance of insurance 
policies aggregating more than $9,000, and 
of which it is said he knew nothing.

The Miners’ State convention to be 
held here Friday wiil be an exciting one, as an

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PIONEER OITIZEN AND EMINENT 
JURIST PASSES AWAY. 


1900 Calumet Avenue=Two Years Ago 
- Judge Caton Had a Stroke of Paralysis, 
and from Its Effects He Never Recov- 
ered=Physically He Was Incapacitated, 
but Mentally He Was Untouched—His- 
tory of His Great Life, 
Judge John Dean Caton died at his resi- 


became unconscious shortly after 3 o’clock 
Monday afternoon and did not regain con- 
sciousness to the hour of his death. 

Two years ago Judge Caton had a stroke 
of paralysis, and from its effects he never 
recovered. Physically he was incapacitated 
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{rom more than slight exertion, but his mind |

was untouched and remained clear save dur- 
ing his unconscious moments until the end. 
Sunday was the sixtieth anniversary of his 
wedding. His wife died three years ago. 
The Sunday prior to July 2 Arthur J. Caton 
took his father driving. It was the last time 
the Judge left his house. He hada chill, con- 
gestive in its nature, July 2, and from that 
time he grew constantly weaker. For the 
last two weeks Judge Caton was conscious 
only at intervals. At 3 o’clock Monday aft- 
ernoon he regained his faculties and called 
for his son by name. Mr. Caton, who was 
in a room adjoining, went at once to his fa- 
ther’s bedside. Judge Caton recognized him 
and asked after his daughter and his son’s 
wife. Mrs. Arthur J. Caton. He was an- 
swered and understood what was said. He 
said: “Tell them good-by.’’ Then he be- 
eame unconscious once more, and so re- 
mained until his death yesterday morning. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not yet 
been ma@e. It will be held probably, how- 
ever, Saturday. There will be a short serv- 
ice at the house and the remains will be tak- 
en to Ottawa, where they will be interred by 
the side of those of Judge Caton’s wife. 
Mrs. A. J. Caton is at Bar Harbor and 
Judge Caton’s daughter is in Europe. Defi- 
nite funeral arrangements will be made as 
soon as communication with them has been 
had. 


SKETCH OF JUDGE CATON’S CAREER. 


Rounds Out a Long Life of Singular Activ- 
ity and Success. 

The death of Chief Justice Caton rounds 
out a long and distinguished career, interest- 
ing in itself and marvelous in its environ- 
ments. Born March 19, 1812, he was contem- 
poraneous .with earliest Chicago, the time 
when the first Fort Dearborn was still stand- 


ing, for he was 4 months old when the fort 


was burned and the garrison and,citizens 
massacred At the building of the new fort 
he was 4 years old; at the opening and build- 


ing up of the first streets (1833, the year of 


his arrival) he was 21; at the flood ot 1848 .he 
was 36; at the breaking out of the war he 
was 48; at the time of the great fire he was 
FM, 

Robert Caton, first of the name to cross 
the Atlantic, was of Irish birth and served 
in the British army, but had come over and 
settled in Maryland early in the last century. 
[The name of Caton ranks high in Balti- 
more.] His son Robert was porn [1761] at 
his father’s plantation in that State, and 
though so yqung he took part in the revo- 
lutionary war. After the peace he settled 
on the banks of the Hudson. He had six- 
teen children, John Dean being the fifteenth, 
the third ‘the third wife, Hannah Dean. 
They were Quakers and John was brought 
up in that faith. In 1816 he was taken by 
his mother; then a widow, to Oneida County, 
N. Y., where, in straitened circumstances, 
he was brought up, and received the begin- 
nings of a common school education. AtY 
years old he was set at work, his first oar 
ings—at $2.50 a month—being represente

Returns to Farming Again.

Brainard, he turned once more to his 
old business of farming and entered a 
tract of land near Plainfield, which in suc- 
ceeding years he built up into a model farm, 
and which forms part of the great estate 
left by him to his heirs.

In 1842 Mr. Caton was appointed an Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of Illi- 
nois, amd by successive elections his service 
on that bench reached tic unprecedented 
length of twenty-two years, during the 
larger part of which he held the exalted 
Station of Chief Justice. His decisions, 
though always tersely expressed and free 
from argumentative or otherwise super- 
fluous matter, fill an immense number of the 
pages of the Supreme Court Reports from 
Ill. Scammon to XXXIIL. Illinois. Through 
them all runs the stream of common sense 
(which is common law) with a current 
strong, clear, wise, and just, reflecting the 
mind and heart of the great and upright 
Judge. 

.The larger portion of the fortune left by 
ex-Chief Justice Caton sprang from the 
electric telegraph. At the outset this ma 
ter was in a manner thrust upon him. i 
‘‘the ’4Us’" some friends who had invested in 
the rude, small, scattered, imperfect, and 
unprofitable beginnings of this great sys- 
tem in Illinois, finding their enterprise 
stranded, their lines in a ruinous state, and 
their money and credit gone, induced Judge 
Caton to attend for them a meeting held at 
La Salle, to which place he chanced to be go- 
ing. The corporation was in debt to every- 
body and had sunk so low that it could not 
buy a pound of acid or a quire of stationery 
except for cash, although it controlled the 
right for [Illinois to ail the Morse patents. 

Py Judge Caton’s help the company was 
reorganized, and he was made its President. 
Under his guidance the railways adopted 
the telegraph, and it soon became a public 
necessity second only to the railways them- 
selves. From that time forward its life was 
bound up in his. When any discouraged 
shareholder wished to sell he was ready to 
buy. When any new line was called for he 
was ready to build it. During the war the 
service was immensely extended, and finally, 
when the gigantic Western Union was or- 
ganized he made such terms as constituted 
fortunes for himself and his fellow-share- 
holders. 


His Mental and Physical Power. 

During this part of his life Justice Caton 
scarcely knew weariness, whether of mind 
or body, both answering all demands upon 
them without distress or exhaustion. The 
duties of his high office as Chief Justice 
were completed so far as concerned the daily 
business of the court, before he slept, no 
watter how much of the night they might 
require, and in those days that court kept 
up with its docket. His powers as a man 
of general affairs surprised himself, and the 
administration of the business of the tele- 
graph company, though vast and varied, 
ranging from the shaping of legislation 
down to the purchase of timber and the em- 
ployment of labor, was a mere recreation to 
his limitless energies. 

In 1864 Chief Justice Caton left the bench 
and since then had devoted himself to the 
care of his private interests, to literary pur- 
suits, and to travel. Early in life he was 
an enthusiastic sportsman and a good shot. 
and he had always been a most studious and 
observant naturalist, having written books 
and magazine articles on the game of the 
West, which rank as authorities on their 
several subjects. Among his published 
works are ‘“The Antelope and Deer of Ameri- 
ca.’ “A Summer in Norway,” ‘“‘Miscella- 
nies,’’ and ‘‘Early Bench and Bar of Illinois.”’ 

His diversion has’ been the reading of 
books of travel, a pursuit which engrossed 
his leisure up to the last days of his life. 
All works relating to African exploration 
were delightful to him, and his retentive 
memory ersbled him to keep the thread of 
the story and the picture of the 
country in his mind long after the fail- 
ure of his eyes forced him to rely on others 
to read to him. The very latest of all the 
long line of these books to occupy his atten- 
tion was the new edition of the Lewis and 
Clark explorations, that memorable cxpe- 
dition sent in the early part of the present 
century to find a path across the Rockies. 

His latest published work is the ‘‘Karly 
Bench and Bar of Illinois,” a handsome 
volume, illustrated with nineteen portraits 
of his old-time associates on the Supreme 
Bench. Much of the matter has appeared 
in scattered articles contribute him to 
the Chicago- Legal News, and that company 
has done admirable work in the getting up 
of the book. Its preparation occupied the 
late Chief Justice in the closing year of his 
life and is a lasting testimonial to the fresh- 
ness, strength, appreciation of humor, and 
genuine literary ability which in his nature 
endured so far beyond the so-called “natural 
term of life’ as to show no decline even 
when the 80th milestone of the journey was 
far past. The book, with its history, biog- 
raphy, legal lore, “local color,” anecdote, 
romance, pathos, and genuine fun, is a de- 
light to the lover of real life in the West— 
or the East, North, and South, for that mat- 
ter. 

His Eyesight Saved. 

Some years ago Justice Caton’s eyes, al- 
ways his most vulnerable point, began to 
show the approach of cataract. It was 
near his 80th birthday he decided to have 
the operation of “‘couching” performed, that 
wonderful proceeding by which the sur- 
geon’s instruments are made to lift up the 
pupil of the eye and remove the obstruction 
which has grown on the inner surface. To 
this operation the octogenaria submitted 
heroically, refusing the use of anesthetics 
to mitigate its terror. The experiment was 
partly successful, and up to the beginning 
of 1993, by the aid of bright light and the 
strongest glasses, he could still enjoy some

even in extreme old age, but.also in the un- 
failing interest awakened by the reminis- 
cences of the old pioneer, looking back at the 
early, simple days of his chosen city with a 
memory which had grown brighter as the 
trivial matters of late years were cleared 
away and lost sight of; nature’s pleasant 
fashion of softening man’s closing scene, 
To hear Judge C&ton and another of the 
men of 1833, Silas B. Cobb, talk of 
the occurrences on the oozy margin of the 
Chicago creek in the days when South 
Water street was almost the only business 
thoroughfare was better thana play. Each 
of the simple tales was a bit of homely vil- 
lagé life; trivial in itself, but made striking 
by the marvelous events which, in the same 


‘place and within the same lifetime, have 


transformed a mud-bank into a metropolis. 

Judge Caton lost a beloved daughter, her 
mother’s namesake, in 1891, anil in 1892 Mrs. 
Caton also passed away—the breaking up of 
one of the most perfect and flawless unions 
ever formed between man and womaltli. 
These bereavements were borne with out- 
ward dignity and calmness, but it was plain 
to see that the attachment to life was weak- 
ening as tendril after tendril was broken. In 
August, 1893, a stroke of partial paralysis 
supervened, and thence forward the Judge’s 
spirit, though equally brave, was less bright 
than before, and then some complications 
arose wherein physical pain (to which he had 
been through life almost a stranger) had its 
pagt; and so at last the approach of death 
was welcomed by the aged sufferer and 
hailed as a relief and release.

He Says the Anarchists Are the Men Who 
Hang Out Red Lights. 

Chautauqua, N. Y., July 30.—[Special. ]— 
Dr. Henson of Chicago, lecturing today on 
**Sires and Son,”’ struck at the heart of what 
he considers flaws in this Nation. “ Aaron of 
old,” he said, “did not bow with a baser 
idolatry before the calf of gold than do Amer- 
icans before the almighty dollar. We show 
more courtesy to knaves in broadcloth than 
to heroes in rags. We make indignant 
protest against Anarchists. The real An- 
archist is the man at the corner with 
the red light. ‘There never was an 
anarchistic plot hatched outside ofa 
saloon. When King George attempted 
to pour tea down ovr throats we 
spit it out. The saloons pour millions of dis- 
tilled damnation down our throats and we 
scarcely make a wry throat. I don’t mind a 
little thing like a bomb. I’ve lived in Chicago 
too long for that. But through saloons there 


are millions of bombs exploding all the time, © 


in the shape of ruined homes and lives. And 
we make an Alderman of areal Anarchist, 
but hang the other kind. There are Cassandras 
who prophesy that this republic will fall back 
into the arms of despotism. If the time 
comes when servility to party order or priest- 
iy domination, either Catholic or Protestant, 
rules then we may fold up our old glory and 
lay it in the grave.”’ 


INVESTIGATING A LOTTERY FRAUD. 


Charges That a Concern Misrepresents as 
to Winning of Prizes. 

Frank G. Withers, Chief Assistant Post- 
office Inspector of New Orleans, is in the city 
investigating a charge which has been made 
against a lottery and the result of his investi- 
gations may lead to the arrest of one or more 
of the officers of tlie lottery company in New 
Orleans, the representative here, and prob- 
ably two or three Chicago people. The charge 
against the officials, the inspector says, will 
be “using the mails for the purpose of de- 
frauding the public.’’ The charge this time 
against the lottery company is not the old one 
of sending lottery tickets through the mails, 
but of sending communications to residents 
here offering to pay them $500 or some larg 
amount if they would represent to their 
friends and acquaintances they have 
drawn a $15,000 prize on a $1 ticket.

GIVES HIM HIS LINE. 


0. P, HUNTINGTON'S AMBITION LIKE- 
LY TO BE REALIZED.

His Cherished Idea of Controlling a Sys- 
tem Reaching from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Is Nearer to a Consummation 
than Ever Before—J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Have Gained Control of Nearly All the 
Leading Railroad in the South Between 
Newport News and the Mississippi. 


For many years past C. P. Auntington, the 
Southern Pacific magnate, has cherished the 
plan of controlling a system of railroads 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pacific. He 
acquired, some years ago, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad with this end in view, But sub- 
sequently, when some of the Southern roads 
which he needed as connections became 
hopelessly involved, he wearied of the struggie 
and sold the Chesapeake and QOhio to the 
Vanderbilts. 

It now looks asif Huntington’s ambition 
What Hunting- 
ton failed ‘to do has been achieved by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., who, during the last year, have 
gained control of nearly all the leading rail- 
road interests in the South between Newport 
News and the Mississippi River and reorgan- 
ized them as the Southern railway company, 
with Samuel Spencer as the President. 

Negotiations are now said to be pending 
between President Spencer of the Southern 
railway company and President C. P. Hunt- 
ington of the Southern Pacific for the forma- 
tion of a strong traffic alliance éf the two 
vast systems and thereby practically estab- 
lish an all-rail route from Washington and 
Newport News to San Francisco. The South- 
ern Pacific runs a direct line from New (Or. 
leans to San Francisco, For several years 
past it has made connection at New Orleans 
from the East by steamboat iines which 
it controlled. This route is generally 
krown as the Southern Pacific’s Sunset 
route, and no effort has been spared by the 
Southern Pacific people to turn all the freight 
traffic from New York and other Eastern 
points they were able to command via this 
route. But the steamships made slow time 
between Eastern seaboard points and New 
Orleans, and this prevented tneseSunset route 
from securing business which had to be trans- 
ported quickiy. To prevent any of the Cali- 
fernia business from going via Chicagu they 
needed an all-rail route, and this they now 
hope to secure by joining hands with the 
Southern railway company. 

Not only does the Huntington- Morgan com- 
bination by joining interests expect to secure 
control of nearly all the overland business be- 
tween New York and other Eastern points and 
San fritiam: but the saving of expenses they 


expe@ will amount toan enormous figure. The 
coustémmation of this scheme would make C. 
P. Huntington the master of the transconti- 
nental situation and enable the Southern 
Pacific monopoly to get rid of the annoy ug 
competition and worries inflicted by the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa F6 and other trans- 
continental lines, It would also prove a body 
blow to Claus Spreckels and other California 
capitalists who have dared to try conclusions 
with him by building the San Joaquin Valiey 
road for the exprese purpose of breaking the 
monopoly of the Southern Pacific, 


NO PROSPECT OF AN AGREEMENT, 


Trans-Missouri Roads Unable to Adjust 
Their Differences. 


There is little prospect of the adoption of 
the proposed trans-Missouri passenger agree- 
ment. While nearly all the roads are anxious 
to bring about a combination of the lines west 
of the Missouri River that will stop the 
troubles which have made trans- Missouri pas- 
senger business so unprofitable during the last 
two years, yet it is feit it would be useless to 
go ahead with the proposed agreement so long 
as the Unien Pacific and Rio Grande Western 
keep up their rate war locaily in Utah An 
association covering the territory between the 
Missouri River and Colorado points only, it 
is said, would not be abie to keep in exist- 
ence for two months, becausethe Union Pa. 
cific could make whatever ratea#it chooses to 
and from poiats in Utan, while the Rio 


Grande Western and its Eastern conuections— 


the Rock Isiand and Buriington—would have 
their hands tied and be ‘unabie to meet the 
through rates made by the Union Pacific. 

The meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents of the trans-Missouri roads which was 
to have been held at St. Louis tomorrow to 
further consider the proposed agreement has 
been postponed for the alieged reason that 
some of the General Passenger Agents were 
unabie to attend that day. Chairman Cald- 
well probably will call another meeting for 
some day next week, and should it come off it 
is not probable any action wili be taken for 
the reasons stated. : 

In addition to the desirability of having the 
feud between the Union Pacific and Rio 
Grande Western in Utah settied before form- 
ing a new trans-Missouri association it is 
deemed advisable to have the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas railread stop its demoralizing 
practices on Texas business and have it_join tne 
other roads in the formation of a South west- 
ern traffic association. Whiie the Missouri, 
Kansas ana Texas does: not directly compete 
for tne trans-Missouri business to Colorado 
and Utah, yet it comes in competition with 
some of the Kansas roads and, having an 
outlet to the Pacific coast via El Paso, cao 
inflict considerableinjury upon acom bination 
of trans-Missouri lines, so long as it is foot- 
loose and is not restrained by a strong agree. 
ment. General Passenger Agent Barker says 
he is prepared to join the other roads in a 
Southwestern passenger agreement, provided 
the cut rates between Fort Worth and Kansas 
City are first withdrawn. The otner lines, 
however, have littie faith in Mr. Barker’s 
promises and will not withdraw reduced 
rates between the points named until the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas joins them in 
an ironclad agreement to maintain rates 
hereafter. 


NEGLECT TO CARE FOR CATTLE. 


Railroads Will Be Compelled to Obey the 
United States Statutes. 

Washington. D. C,, July 30.—Comparative- 
ly frequent comnpiaints have been filed at the 
Agricuitural Department alleging violations 
of the law by railway companies in keeping 
live stock in transit confined in cars far over 
twenty-four continuous hours, the legal al. 
lotted limit, or failiug to give the stock five 
continuous hours of rest when unloaded. 
Most of the complaintsinvolve Western roads. 
Secretary Morton is determined that the laws 
reguiating the transportation of the stock 
shall be enforced, and representatives of the 
department wili be required to assist by fur- 
nishing all information of violation of tne law 


that can be procured to the Department of 


Justice, The Secretary has sent to 
all railway companies engaged in 
live stock transportation the fol- 
lowing circuiar insisting on strict compliance 
with the law: ** The attention of the officers 
of ail railway companies engaged iu the trans- 
portation of live stock from oue State or Ter- 
ritory into another, or whose roads form any 
part of a line transporting live stock from one 
State or Territory into another, is directed to 
Sees. 4,386, 4.387, 4,388, and 4.389 of the 
Revised Siatutes. 

**Complaint has been made to this depart- 
ment by its officerssupervising the movement 
of animals in the inter-State and expor: trade 
that the provisions of these sections are not 
complied with by many of the raiiway com- 
panies, and that cattie and other live stock are 
confined in cars for a period exceeding t wenty- 
eight hours, and that at times when they are 
unloaded they are not allowed the five con- 
secutive hours tur rest provided by statute. 

“The failure of the railway companies to 
conform to this law causes animals great suf- 
fering ag in transit to points of aestination, 
which it is tne intention of the law to prevent. 
Railway companies wili therefore make such 
arrangements as are necessary in their train 
service and provide the neces-ary feeding and 
watering stations to comply with the statutes, 
reed any failure todo B will rénder them 
iable on conviction to nalt vided

Omaba, Neb., July 30.—It is the purpose of the 

Burlington to ask Congress for a right of way 
through the Yellowstone Park, agreeing in con- 
sideration of such right to keep up the track in a 
perfect manner and to give ali lines desiring to 
enter the park the use of the Burlington tracks 
atacertain yearly rental to cover the cost of 
the maintenance of the road as will be required 
by the government, and to pay the interest on 
the investment, with charges for wear and tear 
of the property. 
_ It is contidently expected that one of the first 
»ills introduced in the next Congress will be a 
measure granting the Buriington a route through 
the Nation's big preserves, to be surrounded with 
all the restrictions the unusual prayer warranta. 
Once into the park it is believed the Burlington 
will build into Montana and open up to civiliza- 
tion a comparatively new country.

Two Roads Must Share the Expenses. 

Springfield, Ill.. July 30.—{Special.}—At a 
meeting of the Illinois State Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners held here today the 
petition of the Illinois Central railroad company 
for an interlocking switch plant to be erected at 
Paxton, where the petitioning road crosses the 
tracks of the Lake Erie and Western railroad, 
was received and the arguments in the case heard. 
The Lilinois Central people desired an equal di- 
vision of the expense in erecting the plant and 
its future operation, while the Lake Erie people 
contended for an equal division of expense of 
construction based on a basis of trackage of each 
road, The board ruled that the pliant be placod 
in at an equal cost to be decided between the 
contending roads, and that the future operation 
should be equally divided between the two 
roads. The plant will be erected at once. 


Big Four Docks at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., July 30.—Itis stated that the 
Big Four railway company will shortly com- 
mence the construction of immense docks on the 
lake front in this city to be used in connection 
with a line of steamers as an outlet forthe vast 
Southern traffic of the road. The project as al- 
ready mapped out includes, besides big docks 
within the breakwater on the lake front, the 
establishment of a freight line of modern lake 
liners to Buffalo and Dulath. The road: already 
has similar lines runni from Benton Harbor, 
Mich., to Chicago and. Milwaukee and via the 
Chesapeake and Ohio to Liverpool, Eng. 


Reduced Rates to the South. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 30.—The Pennsylvania 
Southern line has sent out a circular announcing 
a reduction on ail freights between New York 
and Philadelphia to Savannah. Ga. This line 
operates over the Pennsylvania, New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Norfolk. and the Merchant and 
Miners’ Steamship company. The tariff is as 
follows: First class, 22 cents; second clas¢4i8 
cents; third class, 14 cents; fourth class, 12 
cents; fifth class, 10 cents, and sixth ciass, 8 
cents. The reduction is made to meet the cut 
made by the Ocean Steamship company. 


May Purchase Coal Cars, 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 30.—Upon report of 
Special Master Crawford Judge Dallas made an 
order in the United States Circuit Court today 
authorizing the receivers of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad company to purchase 1,000 
coal care from the Pallman Palace Car company, 
to cost $489.50, making $489,500. The receivers 
are also authorized to purchase two steam tugs 
and six barges for $252,000. A payment of $52.- 
000 cash is to be made and the $200,000 is to 
be paid off in monthly notes. The latter con- 
tract was made with the William Cramp & Sons 
Ship and Engine Building company. 


Grand Trunk to Be Reorganized. 


Montreal, Que., July 30.—Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson will arrive in New York Aug. 18, coming 
direct to this city to reorganize the affuirs of “the 
Grand Trunk railway. It is anticipated that 
both the wages and number of employés will be 
cut down considerably. -An effort will be made 
to establish working treaties with other roads 
and the formation of a new Canadian board will 
be quickly proceeded with. A depreciation fund 
will also be established for the rolling stock lent 
to the Chicago and Grand Truak railway. 


Will Improve the Road, 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 30.—[Special }—Treas- 
urer Hartshorn of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
road announces that the directors have decided 
that they have the best paving road in the coun- 
try and they will immediately expend large sums 
in improving the roadbed and service. A large 
emount is to be expended in this city, buf Mr. 
Hartshorn says that a special effort will be made 
to divert the trade of Western lowa from Chica- 
go to Minneapolis. He is very confident that 
this can be done. 


Will Abate the Smoke Nuisance. 

Superintendent of Motive Power William 
Garstang of the Bie Four railway and William 
S. Morris, Superintendent of Motive Power of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railway, are enthusi- 
astic over the success on their respective lines 
in the use of New River smokeless coal.. It has 
been given a thorough test on the passenger 
engines of both lines and in addition to abating 
the smoke nuisance has been found to be eco- 
nomical. ' 


Decision by the Commission. 

Washington, D. C., July 30.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission today announged its de- 
cision in the case of the Michigan Box Company 
vs, The Flint and Pére Marquette, Michigan Cen- 
tral, Lake Shore, Canada Soutbern, and Chicago 
and Grand Trunk Railway Companies, hoiding 
that the higher rates on box shooks charged by 
the roads were not justified and were excessive, 
but as these rates have been reduced no order is 
necessary.

STATE WINS MERRITT GAME CASE, 


Defendant Held in Ten Thousand Dollars 
Bonds on Appeal. 

Kewanee, Ill., July 30.—{Special.]—Fully 
an hour befor 9 o’cloek, the time announced 
for the public declaration of Justice Isaac 
Pyle’s decision in the Merritt game case, 
great crowds of people had congregated 
about the doors and vestibule of Library 
Hall.

CLEVELAND AND THE THIRD TERM. 

One of the Washington correspondents, 
who is now at Buzzard’s Bay watching the 
President manage his new boat and his new 
baby and look after affairs of state when not 
attending to these more serious matters, an- 
nounces that the President will not be a can- 
didate for a third term. 

There is nothing startling in this, for no 


-one has seriously believed that he had any 


idea of running again. Doubtless he has a 
very good opinion of himself. He may be- 
lieve that if: he were given four years more 
of power it would be a blessing for the coun- 
try. He may think there is no man in his 
own or the Republican party who can settle 
the silver question as effectually as he can, 
But he understands fully the popular feeling 
on the subject of the third term. He has 
political sense enough to know that while it 
is possible that a Democratic national con- 
vention might give him whata Republican 
one refused to give Grant, yet that nomina- 


1 tion would end in his defeat, as Grant would | 


have been defeated had he run in 1880. 

What is new in this dispatch of a corre- 

spondent who is generally well-informed is 
the statement that President Cleveland will 
not say he is not going to be a candidate 
until after Democratic county and State 
conventions have begun urging him to sac- 
rifice himself once more. In other words, 
Mr. Cleveland would like to imitate Cesar 
on the Lupercal and put the crown from him. 
It would be pleasing to his vanity to be ap- 
pealed to to save the country and his party 
by being President four years more, and then 
calmly to refuse and announce that he pre- 
fers to imitate the examples of Washington, 
Jefferson, Jackson, etc., and retire to private 
ee the program is to be this: Cleveland 
officeholders will begin saying that until 
all finaneial questions are ‘settled he ought 
to remain in office. Conventions influenced 
by them will begin passing resolutions to the 
effect that there is no 6bjection to three 
terms provided they are not continuous. 
Then after the movement has gotten under 
full headway, and the party seems to be on 
the verge of nominating Cleveland, he is to 
come out in a letter saying, like another 
prominent New- Yorker, “Your candidate I 
cannot be.” Then he will enjoy the reputa- 
tion of being the’man who refused a third 
term. 

This is a pretty scheme, but it has its dan- 
gers. It is safest not to play with fire, and 
not to get in the way of temptation. If Mr. 
Cleveland allows his admirers to go on en- 
deavoring to manufacttre third term sen- 
timent and to manipulate conventions so 
they pass third term resolutions it may be 
that he will fall in love with his own handi- 
work and believe that this manufactured 
demand for his renomination is genuine. 
like Gov. Seymour, he might at the last 
moment’accept a nomination he had at first 
intended to refuse. 

Instead of encouraging the third term 
idea so as to work up to the grand historical 
tableau of “Cleveland Refusing the Presi- 
dency” Mr. Cleveland should simply say 
now that he has not the slightest intention 
of running again, and that those who speak 
of him in connection with the nomination 
are either fool friends or disguised enemies. 
For if he waits too long some Democratic 
conventions might declare they did not 
want him again, and that would be morti- 
fying.

ROMANISM AND METHODISM. . 
An interesting correspondence between 
the Chicago Methodist Preachers’ Associa- 
tion and the high authorities of the Roman

The claim by the free silver extremists

Panics and “ hard times th this country 
never jare caused by lack of money, though 
banks have failed and theig currency been 
discredited as a result of panic. The real 
cause of panic Is a failure of confidence that 
values will be maintained, owing to fears 
that there is a widespread over-rating at far 
more than actual worth. Panies occur 
through reckless inflations of unsecured 
paper “money” and of credits on poor 
collaterals, The operations that lead up to 
the panics are the booming of prices of real 
estate in cities, towns, and deserts, and wild- 
cat speculations generally. The inflation 
goes on till holders find no one willing to 
take their property at the fancy prices 
reached, and have to sell at a sacrifice in 
order eh paper.’’ Then those 
who have capital refuse to lend or inwest+t 
till the bursting of the bubble has allowed 
prices to fall back to a level at which it will 
be safe to take hold again. For the same 
reason prudent men decline to borrow money 
to be used in business operations which they 
fear would involve a heavy loss. Then the

All good money is locked up, and 
all enterprises are contracted in value of 
business or volume of production. Hun- 
dreds of millions of money disappear into 
stockings or safety vaul’s or lie idle in the 
banks, and commercial! and industrial stag- 
nation are the ‘of the day.

The panic of 1893 was started by a fear 
that our currency unit would be reduced one- 
half in effective power. Capitalists made 
haste to retire their funds when they saw 
serious danger that the money standard 
would drop from that of the stable 100-cent 
dollar in gold to the fluctuating 50 or 60 cent 
silver dollar. Not half the money in the 


panic was at its height. The owners of it 
refused to lend it on the collaterals offered, 
or to invest it at the Prices asked. The trou- 
ble was not a lack offhoneyin the country, 
but a lack of credit due to a want of con- 
fidence on the part of those who owned the 
money and could give credit. 

The trouble with Harvey and his confed- 
erates is that they are not logical thinkers. 
They are unable to trace effects to causes 
or to analyze the reasons why thifigs occur. 
They, consequently, are shallow thinkers 
and blind guides. ‘What could be more 
illogical or absurd than their contention 
that the way to restore good times is to in- 
flate the clirrency by debasing it? How any 
possible inflation of bad or poor money could 
increase or restore confidetice on the part of 
men who have surplus capital and men of 
enterprise who work with borrowed cap- 
ital it is impossible to imagine by any sound 
reasoner. Yet all the howling by Harvey 
and his associates about “the crime of 1873” 
is because the act of Feb. 12 in that year pre- 
vented resumption in bad, debasing, slump- 
ing silver about six years later.

A young and accomplished woman was the 
organist -of the Methodist church of the 

ace. For two years she had filled that 

ifficult position to/the satisfaction of the 
eongregation. Satan saw with displeasure 
the peacefulness of the town and the sereni- 
ty of the congregation and he set to work to 
destroy both by means of his favorite weap- 
on, the bicycle, ahd he seems to’ have suc- 
ceeded. 

First he put it into the head of the organist 
to buy a bicycle. It is only the first step that 
costs. Not long after that she appeared in 
public in aggressively red bloomers. There 
are some eccentricities which cannot be 
tolerated, even in an organist. This was one 
of them. Last week a delegation called on 
the minister and requested him to preach 
a sermon denouncing bloomers. He failed 
to do so. Then he was given his choice— 
either to bear testimony against the red 
trousers of the organist or to leave the 
church. 

The probabilities ate that the organist, 
who is comely, had found favor in the eyes 
of the minister, and that he was called on to 
choose between giving up his sweetheart 
and his church. For while he may not have 
approved of the bloomers, he must have felt 
that denunciation of them in open meeting 
would lead to an estrangement. No woman 
can be expected to stand such treatment as 
that.

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JOHN DEAN CATON. 

For sixty yeats Judge Caton had been 
identified prominently with the’ history of 
Illinois. When he came to the State it had 
a population of 200,000. He lived to see it 
inhabited by four millian people, and he wit- 
nessed also a growth of prosperity rivaling 
that of population. He was the second at- 
torney to institute a suit in the courts of the 
city in which he died—a city that was a vil- 
lage when he saw it first, and which during 
his lifetime became the metropolis of the 
West. 

In this wonderful progress of Illinois Judge 
Caton. bore no inconspicuous part. For 
twenty-two years he had a seat upon the 
Supreme Court bench. The position was 
one in which his marked legal ability, com- 
bined with great business capacity and 
sound common sense, enabled him to render 
the greatest service to the eommunity. His 
opinions remain models deserving the study 
of the Judges of today. 

He left the bench in 1864, when he was in 
the vigor of life, and his mental powers 
were in their prime. The bar and the peo- 
ple regretted a determination which de- 
prived the court of its most trusted member. 
Rut he left one field of labor only to devote 
himself to another. For many years he had 
been interested in the development of the 
telegraph system of Illinois. His persist- 
ence, energy, and great business ability 
retrieved the desperate fortunes of the old 
Illinois and Mississippi Telegraph company 


band put it on a dividend-paying basis. De- 


termined to aequaint himself with every- 
thing rélating to the business he studied the 
science of electricity ahd became a good 
telegraph operator. 

After he left the telegraph business his 
restless activity found vent in other direc- 
tions. Starch factories, glass works, and 
water works were among the industrial en- 
terprises to which he turned his attention. 

But he allowed neither law nor business 
to occupy all his time. He read much, he 
traveled much, and wrote interestingly of 
what he saw. He was fond of natural his- 
tory, and was an authority in certain 
branches of it. Thus after the days of his 
activity were over, and he had withdrawn 
altogether from the courts of which he was 
the ornament, and those business pursuits 
in which he was so successful, he led a 
cheerful, useful life. 

His death takes away one of the land- 
marks of Illinois. Few remain who have 
been as prominently and intimately con- 
nected with the State ashe was. His record 
is an enviable one of half a century of val- 
uable service to the community, during 
which period he made innumerable friends 
and no enemies.

The report of Miss Collet, the labor corre- 


spondent of the Board of Trade, on the em- 
ployment of women is one of an exceedingly 
interesting character, inasmuch as it throws 
much light on the present condition and 
prospects of women employed in labor, and 
overthrows by the most competent of all 
arguments, that of facts, many of the preva- 
lent opinions regarding the position of in- 
dustrial women as compared with that of 
men. The common opinion that women are 
becoming the competitors of men in -all 
branches of industry, and that what has 
been termed the “ profession of marriage ” 


is less followed than formerly, is fallacious.

Practically there is no change whatever in 
the number of women employed ih industrial 
pursuits, if we except the elderly married 
women who have been employed in what 
may be termed casual work. Marriage has 
been the chief occupation of the women of 
England. It fs quite true that there is a con- 
siderable increase in the number of girls em- 
ployed in many of the trades cpnnected with 
the manufacture of clothing, guch as tailor- 
ing, dressmaking, and even t and shoe 
making, and in the textile Manufacture#, 
but this increase is not greater than that of 
the number of boys who are employed, 80 
that it is due more to the increase of popula- 
tion than to the displacement of men by the 
labor of women. In the census returns for 
1881, out of every 100 women above 10 years 
of age no less than thirty-four and a minute 
fraction were engaged in industrial work. 
In the census of 1801 there was a slight in- 
crease, but not enough to raise the number 
of women engaged to thirty-five in a hun- 
dred, and in the older women there was even 
a decrease. In one class of industrial women 
it will not surprise our readers to hear there 
was a very marked decrease—namely: in the 


, number of domestic servants, young unmar- 


ried girls preferring in many instances the 
harder labor but greater amount of leisure 
time in factories to a life of domestic servi- 
tude. It is said, again, that women have in 
many instances superseded men as clerks. 
This is undoubtedly in some casestrue. The 
increase of female clerks has been nine in 
every 10,000—that is to say, less than one 
clerk per thousand, but amongst men en- 
gaged as clerks the increase has been more 
than three times as numerous. Women 
have been taken on inta the telegraph serv- 
ice in increased numbers, but even here the 
increase has been only half that recorded in 
the case of men. 

It will be seen that these facts are en- 
tirely opposed to the very prevalent notion 
that women are superseding men fn a large 
number of employmerits. It may be asked, 
then, how did this cry arise? Miss Collet’s 
explanation of this general opinion is that 
it arises from those women in the middle 
class who are weary of the petty details 
of daily life, and who have no actual oc- 
cupation, who are dissatisfied. with their 
household duties and desire to be profes- 
sionally engaged. We all know of this 
class of woman, who has received no special 
education, who really can do nothing, but is 
ready to do anything, and as incompetent 
individuals are not in demand, they fail to 
get any special occupation, and so Have 
little to do but to make their grievances and 
aspirations known. But, compared with the 
great bulk of women, these either do as their 
ancestors did before them, perform their 
domestic duties, or make themselves quali- 
fied for some special occupation, which there 
is then little difficulty of them obtaining. 
It is quite true that middle-class girls have 
entered more largely into the labor market 
than hitherto, for, as Miss Collet states in 
her report, the great increase in the product- 
ive power of machinery has largely in- 
creased the number of men able to support 
their daughters; while the need for the serv- 
ice of the laiter at home has decreased, and, 


to use her own words, “‘In the middle class, - 


therefore, a high standard of comfort, a 
smaller field for domestic usefulness, a 
diminished probability of marriage, ap 
hension with regard to the future, hav@all 
combined to encourage the entrance into the 
labor market of middle-class girls. But a 
converse movement has been going on 
amongst the less présperous classes, by 
whora the benefit of the family to be derived 
ae — employment of women at home, 
rather than as wage-earners, is on . 
ually being realized.’’ 7 ee 
W.th regard to the employment of mar- 
ried women, it is obvious that her first duty 
is due to her family, and in the great ma- 
gority hag! instances occupation away from 
10me is incompatible with the 
well-being of the children. secant: 
The admirable report of Miss Collet re- 
veals ee set of unpleasant conditions~ 
those that affect the unskilled, incompetent, 
and casual workers, especially those that 
are advanced in years. Those who have re- 
lied upon odd jobs and uncertain occupa- 
tions are worse off than ever. They have 
been displaced by skilled workers and the 
modern industry which has been developed 
by the application of sewing machines and 
machinery. Miss Collet says elderly women 
in search of occupations find no market for 
bad needlework, machine-made clothing 
being far superior, and consequently these

TEST SHOWS TUBERCULOSIS, 


State Veterinary Officials Make Interesting 
Experiments at De Kalb. 

De Kalb, Ill, July 30.—[{Special. |—An im- 
portant and interesting affair occurred on the 
Gurler dairy farm, three aud one-half miles 
southwest of this city, today. Mr. Henry B. 
Gurler, one of the leading dairymen of this 
State and county, an extensive producer of 
milk, turned his herd overtothe State vet- 
erinary officials, Dr. Trumbauer at the head, 
assisted by Mr. ©. D. Bartlett, Chairman of 
the State Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers; Dr. Rowan, V. S.; and others. The reg- 
ular tubercular test was applied to every in- 
dividual in the herd, 130 in all. 

The day prior to the test the temperature of 
all the animals was tuken four times at equal- 
ly distant intervals. A solution of tuberculin 
was then injected, and the  follow- 
ing day the temperature of each animal was 
taken every two hours. Those showing a re-. 
action or elevation of temperature amounting 
to about three degrees above norma! were 
pronounced tuberculous and ordered for 
slaughter. This was done today and Dr. 
Trumbauer personally conducted the post- 
mortem examinations, oaly four out of the 
130 reacted and the post-mortem on three of 
these showed well marked tuberculosis. All 
of these animalé appeared in perfect heaith 
and were giving full supplies of milk. 

It was gathered from remarks made by the 
officials present that the prevalence of dis- 
ease in milch cows is far more common than 
is generally suspected” Indeed, the ignor- 
ance of consumers of milk respecting the 
purity or non-purity of the milk they use is 
quite universal. These gentlemen aver that 
there is no possible doubt that consumption 
is conveyed from ‘cows to human beings 
through the medium of the milk. 


PLATT TO BE RELEASED ON BAIL, 


Not Probable That He Can Be Convicted 
of Burglary. 

Alton, Ill., July 30.—|Special. |}—William 
H. Platt. the assistant Supervisor of Alton 
Township, who has been sent to the county 
jail on a charge of burglary, will be released 
tomorrow on bail furnished by two citizens 
of Alton, whodo not believe that he can be 
convicted of that charge. He went to the 
house of a man living in the country whom 
he supposed was hie friend, but he was intox- 
icated, and not finding the owner of the house 
proceeded to make himself at hofne and was 
arrested. The Justice who sent him to jail is 
his associate on the County Board.

She said yesterday that although she saw 
Holmes only once she was always suspicious 
of her husband's intimacy with him and 
deeply distrustful of the man. She said: 

“My husband knew I would not stand any 
crookedness, and took good care not to 
bring Holmes to my house. He told me he 
insured Holmes, 1 think, in the Michigan 
Mutual company. My husband used to call 
at Holmes’ drug store nearly every day. 
While he may have been a tool of Holmes; it 
was probably without any deep knowledge 
of that peracn’s designs."’ 

That Arnold was more than a casual ac- 
quaintance of Holmes is shown by the dis- 
covery yesterday of one of Holmes’ memo- 
randum books in which are recorded the 
proceedings of several directors’ meetings of 
the Englewood jewelry company. Arnold 
was elected President of the company Sept. 
2, 1800. Mrs. Julia L. Conner, Secretary and 
Treasurer, and Kate Durkee, wha repre- 
sented Holmes In the concern, Chairman of 
the Board. At this meeting $171.60 profits 
made since.

KNOWS MORE THAN HE TELLS. 


Arnold Says Holmes Should Be Hanged on 
General Principles, Anyhow. 

Minneapolis, Minn., July ‘80.—C, W. Ar- 
nold of this city, the insurance man, today 
made the following statement: ’ 

“I left Chicago, June 8, 1893, long before 
the Holmes matter was published, and did not 
even know he was under suspicion for any 
such crime. I have had nothimg whatever to 
do with Holmes ‘since 189%, and never had 
any other relations with him than the selling 
of some of his property and the insuring of 
his own life in 1889. Both the policies that 
I wrote | believe lapsed long before I left the 
city. 

‘* The statement that every effort has bee 
made to find my whereabouts is the most 
ridiculous part of it, and brands the detectives 
and reporters ofChicago as béing most extraor- 
dinarily stupid, for there are at least a hun- 
dred people who have all along known that I[ 
was in this city, and have been in correspond- 
ence with a number of Business houses for 
months. 

“Tl worked in two insurance offices in Chi- 
cago for four years, but never worked for the 
Fidelity Mutual Life or wrote a policy in or 
for them. Every official in the two places I 
worked knows wherelam and has known 
all the time. 

“ B. F. Pitzel’s policy lapsed long before I 
left Chicago. There is nothing I know about 
the Holmes case that the courts are not wel- 
come to when they want it, but as far as the 
murders are concerned I would probably be a 
better witness for Holmes than for the prose- 
cution if they have nothing in‘reserve better 
than most of the matter that has been pub- 
lished in the last few days. There isno doubt 
that Hoimes deserves to hang on general 
principies, but I havea perfect right to my 
opinion as to the murders, or most of them, 
and don't care who knows it.”’ 


IS YEAKNING FOR AN EVE-WITNESS. 


Many Visit Chief Badenoch, but They Have 
No Real Evidence. 

There was the usual procession yesterday 
in and out of Chief BaderSch’s office of 
people bearing tips on the case. But none 
seemed to cheer the failing heart of the 
city’s Chief of Police. What he yearns for is 
the story of some one who knows and can 
prove Holmes killed a man, woman, or child. 
But up to date no one bearing that informa- 
tion has wended his way to Room 1, City 
Hall, Washington and La Salle streets. 
Therefore the Chief is not so certain as he 
was a few days ago that Messrs. Holmes, 
Quinlan, and diverse and sundry other ac- 
complices will stretch hemp at the expense 
of Cook County, IIL. 

Among the early callers at the Chief's 
effice were the father and sister of the miss- 
ing Cigrand girl, about whose death there 
appears to be no certainty. They were ac- 
companied by Dr. J. B. Cigrand of this city. 
They had a long conference with the police 
officials about the ssing girl,but were able 
to give but little additional information in 
regard to the matter. They told of a trunk 
which they had received from the girl about 
the time she is supposed to have married 
Robert E. Phelps had gone to Europe. Mr. 
Cigrand set the date of the receipt of the 
trunk Dec. 9, 1892. It contained nearly all 
of the clothes which the girl had when she 
first left home to go to Dwight in the em- 
ployment of Dr. Keeley. The address and 
destination of the trunk were on a type- 
written card, so that they could get no clew 
to the identity of the sender from that 
source. They simply supposed that having 
married a rich man Miss Cigrand had sub- 
stituted a fine trousseau for her old clothes, 
and having no further use for them had sent 
them home. 

“Since then,” said Mr. Cigrand, ‘“‘we have 
received no tidings whatever of my daugh- 
ter. I had at last come to the belief she must 
have died in Europe and her husband either 
did not know our address or neglected to 
notify us.’’ 

Miss ‘Philomena Cigrand, sister of the 
missing girl told of a visit she had made to 
her sister in Englewood about five weeks 
before her marriage with Phelps is alleged 
to have taken place. She said her sister fre- 
quently spoke of Mr. Phelps as the man she 
intended to marry, but Philomena never saw 
him. She met Holmes several times and 
claims to have taken a strong dislike to him. 
She spoke to her sister of her distrust of 
Holmes and was surprised to find she was 
completely wrapped up in the man. She re- 
marked to Philomena: ‘“‘Why, if I did not 
think everything was right and honest here 
you know I would not stay a moment.”’ 

Dr. J. B. Cigrand, in commenting on 
Holmes’ latest confession, in which he said 
he had called upon him and asked concern- 
ing the whereabouts of his cousin, said: 
‘‘Holmes’ statementisanabsolute falsehood. 
lie certainly never called while I was there, 
and though I am seldom away from the 
office there is always some one present to 
take note of callers and to tell me what they 
desired.’”’ 

KF. A. Woodbury, who at one time was 
Tiolmes’ attorney, was questioned by Chief 
Badenoch. He denied any knowledge of any 
of Holmes’ schemes, and simply déalt with 
him, according to his statements, as an at- 
torney and mostly in real estate matters. 
In 1890 he says he told Holmes he could sell 
his Sixty-third street property and elear 
£16,000 above all age Sete snewae This tiolmes 
did not do. Mr. Woodbury said Holmes 
never mentioned life insurance to him. He 
saw, however, Holmes’ gas machine, and 
told him at the time that, although he did 
not know what he was dging, he thought he 
was trying to swindle some of the gas com- 
panies and did not think the machine would 
generate gas. Holmes assured him the ma- 
chine would do all fhe ciaimed for it. Mr. 
Woodbury said in his opinion Holmes was 
a man who had no moral scruples and would 
as soon convert a man into cash by killing 
him as not and would not worry over it. 
Mr. Woodbury was closeted for some time 
with the Chief and Inspector, but said that 
all he told the authorities Was in a general 
way of his connection with Holmes, whom 
he afterwards dismissed as a client because 
tiolmes would not have his legal business 
transacted as he wished to do it. 

pr. J. Pettet also cxlied. Dr. Pettet lives 
on Sixty-third street diagonally across the 
tracks from the Holmes castle. He knew 
Holmes more or less intimately all the time 
i.e lived in Englewood and was familiar with 


made an arrangement with Chappell to get 
dead bodies and clean them and mount the 
skeletons. I know there were times when 
Holmes wae in ate fi straits 
and ready to resort to almost means to 
raise money. I se frequently aned him 
small sums by e him, 
which was his favorite scheme of borrowing, 
but I was usually fortunate enough to get 
my money back. 

Dr. Pettet was confident the queer smells 
emanating from the castle were due to 
Holmes’ experiments in making gas and 
bending glass. He said Holmes always used 
crude petroleum as fuel in his experiments, 
and laid the bad smell to the oil. 

On the subject of Holmes’ relations with 
women the doctor said he would be ready to 
believe almost anything against him on that 
score, and added if it should ever nepenr 
that Holmes had made way with any of the 
women whom he is charged with murdering 
he would think thelr deaths had been the re- 
sult of operations. He could not believe that 
Holmes would deliberately murder anybody 
for money. 

Dr. Lawrence and his wife, at whose house 
Emmeline Cigrand had been a frequent vis- 
itor while working for Holmes, also called at 
the Chief's office, but were not able to fur- 
nish any additional information in regard to 
the giri, who expecied to have her marriage 
eelebrated at their home, 


POLICE SEARCH PITZEL’S FURNITURE. 


Not. Much Evidence of Importance Is De- 
veloped by the Investigation. 

Detective Sergeant Fitzpatrick early yes- 
terday morning visited EB. A. Curtis’ ware- 
house and storage rooms, No. 6522 Madison 
avenue, and. overhauled the household ef- 
feets of the Pitzel family. The letters 
brought to light were obtained, together with 
thirty photographs of members of the Pitzel 
fainily, Holmes, and other persons at pres- 
ent unknown. Fully 300 or 400 letters were 
taken by Seret. Fitzpatrick, carefully wrap- 
ped up, and transferred to Inspector Fitz- 
patrick’s office. Here they were examined 
by the Chief and Inspector. Some letters 
were dated at Galva, fi., Mrs. Pitzel's old 
home, some from Wheeling, W. Va., and 
others from points in Kansas and Michigan. 

One picture the police are paying particu- 
lar attention to is a tintype of Pitzel, with 
another man, apparently 35 years old, stand- 
ing at his side. it.is believed the picture of 
Pitzel’s companion is one that is wanted 
badly by the police. There are also pictures 
of Mrs. Pitzel, the children, and other rela- 
tives. One peculiar thing about the letters 
that were received from the Virginia corre- 
spondents was that they always mentioned 
their names, or those of the Hittle girls, as 
Rose and Derresa. 

Lettc.ca and school papers written by both 
ef the daughters were found with their 
names signed to them, and both were signed 
Alice and some Nellie, the names the chil- 
dren always went under while in this city. 


Although E. A. Curtis was interviewed by 


Serget. Fitzpatrick it is said the detectives 
learned nothing from him of any value in 
the case. It is also said the police have not 
the letters written by Pitzel to Curtis, which 
are important in the light of recent dis- 
ciosures in the case.. Letters Were written 
in St. Louis by Pitzel to Curtis saying he was 
making arrangements to-make that city his 
home. He came to Woodlawn, but shortly 
after Aug. 1, 1895, he left for Philadelphia, 
as was also shown by correspondence then 
known, but which the police did not obtain 
yesterday morning. 

It was at this time Pitzel was, it is sup- 
posed, murdered by Holmes and the $10,000 
life insurance obtained. 


HOLMES SUES FOR TWO BIG CRATES. 


After Trouble and Mysterious Conduct 
About Them They Disappear. 

Two crates, valuable enough to figure in 
a replevin suit for their possession, the con- 
tents of which were never revealed to any 
one outside his circle of confidants, caused 
tolmes to cajole and then bluster, according 
to his usual! custom, before he could remove 
them from possible public gaze. They final- 
ly disappeared altogether beyond search or 
record. . ‘ 

jan. 6, 1893, C. A. Phillips, th® restaurant 
keeper whose name has already figured.con- 
spicuously in the case, called at the Office of 
George A. Huff, No. 6101 Wentworth ave- 
nue, and made arrangements for the storage 
of two packing cases in the storehouse con- 
ducted on the premises by Mr. Huff. Terms 
being satisfactory, Phillips drove up the 
next day with an express wagon and un- 
loaded two big cases. One of these resem- 
bled a crate such as is used in shipping 
crockery and packed with straw, while the 
other was a huge packing case. Hach was 
heavy and required assistance to place in 
the storehouse. A formal warehouse re- 
ceipt was issued and Phillips left. About 
three months later Holmes called on Huff 
and requested the delivery of the cases to 
him, but this was refused owing to his ina- 
bility to produce the warehouse receipt. 
Again he returned, with Phillips to corrob- 
orate his story that the receipt had been lost, 
and he was again refused. Then Holmes 
fumed and swore, declaring that he would 
make Huff feel sorry that he did not take 
his (Holmes’) word for it that the receipt had 
been lost. A third time he returned to-the 
warehouse, then accompanied by a rough- 
looking man, whom he presented as the 
Secretary of the Campbell-Yates company, 
and explained that the boxes were the prop- 
erty of that company and the proper officer 
was there to receipt for them. Huff had 
known ¢lolmes for a long time, their busi- 
ness dealings had resulted in an experience 
that caused distrust in the direction of com- 
mercial integrity, and the appearance of the 
“officer’’.of the company did not help the 
case, ; 

Refuses to Deliver the Cases. 

He refused pointblank to deliver the cases 
without the warehouse receipt, or through 
legal process, and the callers departed, 
Holmes denouncing the warehousekeeper in 
unmeasured terms and declaring he would 
“get even.’’ 

Several months later, Dec. 21, 1893, a writ 
of replevin issyed from Justice Hotelling’s 
Court, and possession of the cases was se- 
eured, Holmes making affidavit to the loss 
of the warehouse receipt among some papers 
destroyed by fire at the- Wilmette house 
during the early spring. ‘The goods were 
described as the property of the Campbell- 
Yates company, and as such were stored at 
the Wooley warehouse, No. 368 Sixty-third 
street, only a block from the “castle.” 

The day after they were placed there 
Holmes came in and made the request of 
Austin A. Wooley, President of the ware- 
house company, to place the cases in hiding 
where they could neither be seen by visitors 
nor found by searchers. Mr. Wooley did 
not like the proposition, and said’ so, at 
which Holmes departed. After remaining 
in .the Wooley warenouse nearly three 
months a stranger came and paid the stor- 
age charges and removed the cases. 

The warchouse receipt was not destroyed 
in the fire at Wilmette, as described bv 
Holmes, or anywhere else. but is sound and 
intact how, and adds to the entanglements 
which seem to ‘have grown about all of 
Holmes’ business transactions. Near the 
top of the reverse of*the receipt is the fol- 
lowing indorsement in ink, bearing the sig- 
nature of C.A. Phillips: 


Bears Minnie Williams’ Signature. 

“Please deliver the goods herein described 
to the Campbell-Yates Co. or their order.” 

This is dated Jan. 7, 1898, the day on which 
the receipts were issued. Lower down is 
written an order to “deliver the goods to 
hearer,’’ dated June 12, and bearing a rub- 
ber stamp signature of the Camphbell- Vates 
company, with the name “M. R. Williams, 
mec’y,””’ written in chiregraphy identified as 
that of Minnie Wiliame. 

“T never had any business dealings with 
Vhillips, before or since that transaction.” 
said Mr. Huff yesterday, ‘hut the exist- 
ence of the receint does not surprise me. | 
knew Hiolmes when I first came to Enele- 
wood, and when I was hauling goods from 
down-town had ‘occasion to deliver his drugs 
from the wholesale house of Morrisson 
Plummer & Co. Frequently they came C. 
©O..D., and Holmes would try to get me to 
deliver them without his paying for them, 
offering all sorts of plausible exsuses. I had 
heard a great deal of his methoils. however. 
and absolutely refusedyg although several 
times holding the goods three or four days 
instead of returning them, tie tried the 
same old game when he endeavored to work 
me for the delivery of those cases. He was 
extremely nice as long as things were com- 
ing his way, but seemed to possess the fury 
ofa demon when crossed. I made him take 
legal action, and this tected me. Al- 
though I knew Pitzel a Kiolmes each well 
I never knew that they were acquainted un- 
til the day I called on Holmes at his office, 
one time after the fire in the ‘castle,’ to see 
him about the replevin. 1 wanted to assure 
him that it was only a matter of form, but 
he began abusing me. Just then Pitzel.and 
a negro came cogs t: Be but nothing was 
said or done, as I withdrew on feeling that 
in a quarrel} on his premises I was heavily 
handicapped.”

Strewers 
quoted Holmes as saying. “You take out 
the policy and I will giye you $6,000 cash for

WILD STORY OF BLOOD AND DEATH, 


A Cincinnati Man Describes . Horrible 
Scenes in a Quiet Lilinois Town. 


Cincinnati, O., July 30.—[(Special.]—Joseph 
Reeder, aged 42,,a watchman employed by 
5S. S. Davis Jr. on Broadway and Court 
streets, came to Chief of Police Deitsch here 
today and said he had a confession to make 
in view of the Holmes case. 

Reeder said he had worked four or five 
times a month as porter In a hotel in Rantoul, 
Hil. The first time was in 18090, the last in 
1893. The actions of the family aroused his 
suspicions. They were particularly atten- 
tive to traveling men. Several who staid 
over night in the house never left it again. 

One day while Reeder was cleaning up the 
cellar he noticed a chute made of boards 
leading up to the Window opening and down 
to an old furnace: There were bloodstains 
on the cellar door. Reeder crawled into the 
chute through a small opening and found 
himself in a box four feet each way. On the 


floor were a,number of skeletons and bones. - 


He saw the floor of the dining-room above 
had been so arranged it could be removed 
readily. The hole was covered by an iron 
tray. Soon after, Reeder says, he wrote to 
the Chieago police, but they never paid any 
attention to the letter. He said he unearthed 
a lot of bones while digging in the garden. 

Reeder described two murders. He said: 

“One morning a fellow registered there 
who carried a lot of diamonds. The pro- 
prietor’s daughter took him into the parlor 
and I saw them put a white powder into his 
glass. I knew it was arsenic, for they al- 
ways Kept arsenic handy in the kitchen, 
where they could readily get at it. At 2 
o’clock I heard them dragging him down- 
stairs. He groaned all night.”’ 

‘‘Another time a man was put into my 
room. We talked a short time and he told 
me he was a railroad engineer and that he 
had two months’ salary tn his pockets, nearly 
$300. There was no key to the door, so I 
took a chair and fastened it under the knob 
so the door could not be opened from the 
Between 11 o’clock and midnight 
T heard one of the girls come up. She tried 
the door and fooled around on the outeide 
for nearly fifteen minutes, but I was afraid 
to open the door. The next morning she 
looked daggers at me. That same day I 
went down into the cellar. I threw a light 
into the hole. There was a fresh bleeding 
body down there.” 

“A&A couple of nights after the occurrence 
that I have related to you the old woman 
followed me up-stairs. I barrieaded my 
door. as on the night the engineer slept with 
me she came up andtried the door. She had 
a bie butcher-knife in her hand. She went 
into the next room, No. 15, and I believe that 
she was keeping watch for me to kill me. I 
nut on my shoes and sneaked out, Then I 
left Rantoul and have never returned since. 
During my stay | dug up some more bones 
and buried them near the stable. ! marked 
ihe spot so that I could find it again. I 
wrote to the Chicago authorities about that, 
too, but they never made an investigation, 
claiming that it was out of their jurisdic- 
tion, I believe.’ 

Chief Deitsch questioned the man closely 
and is satisfied that he is perfectly sane. 
Reeder has a good character. In view of 
this Chief Deitsch has communicated the 
whole story to the marshal of tantoul, 
fteeder has volunteered his services in order 
that the story may be verified. Col. Deitsch 
will not divulge the name of the hotel and 
its proprietor. ; :

He Teaches Schoo! and Practices Medicine 
in the New York Town.

Holmes, came to this place in the summer of 
1884 as nursery agent for a firm in Maine.

Mudgett had 
represented himself as a single man, but 
Master Vaugh said on returning that he had 
a wife and child at his home in New Hamp- 
shire, and that Mrs. Mudgett met them at 
the Tilton station. During the winter two 
young women here had received proposals 
of marriage from Mudgett. He told them 
be had begun sutt for divorce and would have 
ne trouble in getting it. After his return 
from New Hampshire Mudgett continued 
to board with Mr. Vaugh and practiced

The next evening Mud- 
gett, in company with a daughter of this 
man, left on the east-bound train. The two 
had been engaged, and it is supposed they 
were married and went on a bridal tour. 
Some time afterward she returned home 
alone. Her depression of spirits continued 
until letters from Mudgett arrived telling her 
to prepare to meet him in Chicago. She 
made preparations to refoin Holmes, but 
her father with much difficulty persuaded 
her to remain at home. Soon after this she 
went to Lowell, Mass., and Mudgett visited 
her there several times. She if now in 
Mooers Forks, but will not talk about Mud- 
gett. 

Mudgett was not seen in Mooers Forks 
again until October, 1804, the year of his ar- 
rest. Hte arrived here one day in company 
with a young woman anda small boy. They 
went to the Hotel Riverside, had dinner, and 
took the 6:30 p. m.ttrain east. Mudgett had 
had no conversation with any one during his 
stay.

Monday Col. Seguara arrived 
with reinforcements, before which the insur- 
gents retired. :

Some found shelter in 
the villages of Duruja, some went to Yumuri 
on steam launches, and others sought safety 
by flight to the woods. The Norwegian 
steamer Merriner has arrived at Baracao 
weg many families of refugees from Sa- 
bana, ¥ho have saved nothing but the clothes 
they wear. The losses by fire are considera- 
bles The town was the center of a wealthy 
district, and contained twenty stores. 

A company of soldiers formed an ambus- 
cade at Las Vueltsas, near Pemedios, and sur 
prised a band of iosurgents which had been 


engaged in cutting telegraph lines. At the | 


first fire two of the insurgents were killed and 
the remainder escaped. 

A detachment of the regiment commanded 
by Col. Zamora and a troop of cavalry sent 
in pursuit of the insurgent band commanded 

By Zayas, overtook. the latter near Nueces- 
villas and engaged them. Afters brisk fight 
the insurgents were dispersed, leuving on the 
tield eight killed. They also abandoned their

Monday forenoon Henson 
England, Bradshaw's son-in-law, who occu- 
nies one of the Bradshaw farms, called at the 
Bradshaw place and hada [riendly talk with 
the old man. Henven ieft the house, and 
shortly afterward Hensen’s brother Alvin 
came to the house carrying a hoaded shotgun. 
There was no one with him. He placed the 
gun onthe porch and then went inside to 
have atalk with Brad-haw. The old man 
had his coat off. Heand Alvin had a talk 
about money he had loaned to Alvin England, 
but up to the time that Alvin arose to depart 
there were no angry words, so Mr. Bradshaw 
states. 

As soon as Alvin got-off the porch sixteen 
to twenty feet distant, the old man standing 
in the door, Alvin blazed away with the gun. 
The action ot Alvin gave the old man time to 
turn sideways quickiy, ana the lead went into 
the elbow of his left arm. Another load was 
fired, the shdt riddiing the back of the vest, 
some going into the right arm.

TWO OFFICERS KILLED BY RUSTLERS,. 


LAND A SEA SERPENT. 


GUARDS ON BLAOKWELL’S ISLAND 
CAPTURE A HUGS MONSTER. 


It Is Dead When Pulled on Shore, Appart- 
ently Having Been Strangled=It Is 
Twenty-five Feet Long and Has All the 
Karmarks of the Genuive Salt Water 
Monstrosity — New Yo Republican 
Committeemen Shoat for rton=Simon 
Wormeer, the Banker, Dies Suddenly. 


New York, July 30.—Special.J—The night 
watch on Blackwell's Island turned out this 
evening, and, according to their account, 
taptured a sea serpent after a hard battle. 
It was sailing through East River, evidently 
making a short cut from Long Island 
Sound, where it has been playing to crowded 
houses at the New Jersey coast resorts, 
which it was to.take in as part of its sum- 
mer circuit. Owing no doubt to its atten- 
tion being distracted by the many odd sights 
and sounds in the river it allowed itself to 
run agPound., Then the guards at Blackwell's 
Island attacked it and dragged it ashore. 

A great difference of opinion exists as to 
the circumstances of the capture, but the 
one fact remains that the serpent, or one of 
him. is caught; thaf is, if the opinion of the 
medical staff on Biackwell’s Island is final 
as to sea serpents. Dr. George T. Stewart, 
chief of the staff of the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital on the island, made the following 
important statement. 

“Of course convincing proof as to the 
identity of the beast can only be had by a 
careful autopsy, but I have little doubt that 
it is a genuine sea serpent. At any rate it 
is a good enough sea serpent for me.” 

The great debate among the residents of 
the island is as to whether the sea serpent 
was alive when it was discovered. Some of 
those who arrived early on the scene say that 
it fought desperately for its life and had to 
be subdued with night sticks. Other ex- 
perts say that it had been dead at least a 
week and supported their claim with their 
noses, but those who ask credit for catching 
the animal say that sea serpents always 
have a strong, fishlike odor even when alive. 
The Blackwell's Island sea serpent is twen- 
ty-five feet long and has a short head anda 
short tail. Its captors saw little difference 
between its shape and that of an ordinary 
rattlesnake. It has large, sharp teeth, they 
assert, and with these it made violent at- 
tempts to bite them. The sea serpent be- 
trayed ite presence to one of the island 
guards, so they say, by its cries of distress 
when it found itself aground. At first it tried 
to climb off the reef, but finding this impos- 
sible began to yell vigorously. 

The night guard who found it said the cry 
sounded like one of pain from a big dog. “‘It 
was snapping its teeth and foaming at the 
mouth,’ said the keeper. “Its beard was 
covered with )lood and its hair was stand- 
ing on end. I didn’t dare to go near it until 
I had summoned some other men. We at- 
tacked it in a body and it died almost with- 
out a struggle. So soon did its death occur 
that some of the men who were jealous of 
our bravery say that it was dead when we 
tackled it. But that’s all nonsense. It was 
terribly alive, and hungry, too, I should 
judge, by the way in which it snapped at 
us.”’ 

Here description which one of the 
Blackwell's Island doctors gave tonight of 
the monster caught there: 

“The animal stretched out on the grass 
was fully twenty-five feet long and had 
much the appearance of a land snake. It 
had an enormous head and vicious mouth 
with two rows of teeth in each jaw. The 
body was largest in the middle, tapering to 
either end and covered with mottled black 
and brown scales. It was at least a foot 
thick in the largest part, and at two points 
between the head and tail there were queer 
fin-like proturbances that gave the beast a 
real sea serpent appearance. The eyes were 
large and brown, and the head over the eyes 
was divided into two bony hillocks. When 
drawn out of the water there was a thick 
rope about three feet long, shredded at the 
ends and adjusted_l a slip-noose, just back 
of the monster’s head. It looked as if the 
beast had been caught in this noose, but had 
bitten the repe holding it and then slowly 
strangled™to death.” 

‘“‘We don’t know what it is or what its sex 
is,”’ said Dr. Stewart. 


COMMITTEEMEN ALL FOR MORTON, 


They Fix a Date and Place for State Con- 
vention in Short Order. 

New York, July 30.—[{Special.]—The Re- 
publican State Central comeittee*met to- 
day and got through the Ww k of its session 
in ten minutes. Everything was  »pre- 
arranged. The meetin;r formally promul- 
gated the call for the next Republican State 
convention. Saratoga was designated as 
the place and Tuesday, Sept. 17, as the date. 
Ex-Congressman Belden’s faction in Onon- 
daga County received a black eye, which 
neither he nor his followers anticipated. 
it was nothing more nor less than the formal 
recognition of the Hendricks. faction, or the 
regular organization in the county. Frank 
H. Hiscock, who is a nephew of ex-Senator 
Iiiscock, and represents Onondaga County 
on the committee, introduced a resolution 
which called for the formal recognition of 
the regular town, ward, general, and ex- 
ecutive committees as the only regular or- 
ganization in the county. There was no de- 
bate whatever on this resolution, and it 
was adopted unanimously. 

The reason why the State committee did 
not act on the excise question and on the 
suggestion of local option for New York was 
that it was considered unwise to commit the 
party through its State committee on that 
subject at this time. The leaders think the 
excise question will be made a party issue 
in the coming campaign and that there may 
be developments before the convention is 
held which might necessitate embarrasing 
explanations afterward if a positive expres- 
sion were made at this early date. Individ- 
ually the delegates from the large cities fa- 
vor local option and home rule for New 
York, The committeemen and visitors were 
also outspoken on the Presidenttal candi- 
date. Every Republican present without 
a single exception was in favor of Gov. Mor- 
ton forthe Presidency. They practically 
hurrahed for him in a way that would giad- 
den his heart if he is anxious for the nomina- 
tion. 

The corridor of the hotel was crowded with 
prominent Republicans from all parts of the 
State. There was a fair representation of 
the Brookfield faction headed by Mr. Brook- 
field himself. Mr. Brookfield has just re- 
turned from Old Forge, where he had a 
talk with Gen. Harrison. He is mysterious 
about his visit and by his reticent manner 
would indicate that there is something sig- 
nificant about his conference with the ex- 
President he desires to keep fram the pub- 
lic at this time. It is surmised Mr. Brook- 
field’s journey to the Adirondacks had 
some connection with politics. The anti- 
Platt leaders are firmly convinced that Mr.

Laws of Mexico, It Is Feared, Prevent Their 
‘Extradition. , 
Washington, D. C., July 30.—There is 
some reason to fear that a couple of ab- 
sconders from the United States have dis- 
covered a hole in the meshes of the law 
which- may make it impossible in many 
cases to secure the extradition of criminals 
fleeing into Mexico from the United States, 
no matter how grave the charge laid against 
them. About a month ago the State De- 
partment, upon the application of the Gov- 
ernor of lowa, sought to secure the extradi- 
tion of Chester and Richard we, the for- 
r being Treasurer @ Poweshiek County, 
I +»,and an embezzler of about $40,000, and 
the latter hig brother, charged with complic- 
ity in the crime, The men went boldly to 
the City of Mexico under the name of Rose, 
and when {ft was sought to serve the extra- 
dition papers they set up the claim that they 
were not citizens of the United States, but 
naturalized ecitizens of Mexico. They had 
accomplished this change in their nationali- 
ty by the simple process of purchasing some 
real estate and electing to become Mexican 
citizens. According to the lax Mexican law 
this was sufficient to make them actual 
Mexican citizens. As under the éxtradition 
treaty between the United States and Mex- 
- feo, neither country is bound to surrender 
its own citizens in answer to a demand for 


extradition, it is apparent that the way is* 


thus opened for a general evasion of it by 
eriminals unless the Mexican Government 
should decide to take a broader view of the 
Mexican law. So far no officiai notice of 
the decision of that government upon the 
point the United States raised has reached 
the State Department, and the matter has 
given rise to serious apprehension at the 
department.

I have nothing to say. Iam amenable only 
to the Civic Federation, anditcan give you 
my story, if it likes.”’ 

The Secretary of the Civic Federation, R. 
M. Easley, seemed to regard the affair merely 
as a * tempest in a teapot.” 

‘‘ Really, there is no defense to make for 
Mrs. Paul,” he continued. “ Her work as 
sanitary inspector always has been thorough 
and satisfactory. Mrs. Pau! denies in toto 
the charges made by the Second Ward in- 
specter and others, who claim she did more 
“ordering around” than her position war- 
ranted. She further declares that the infor- 
mation included in her report was gained by 
personal. inspection, and not gieaned at the 
street and ailey cleaning headquarters at the 
City Hall. The committee of the Civic Fed- 
eration under which Mrs, Paul works will 
consider her report ata meeting to be held 
this week. More than this, there is absolute- 
ly nothing to say.” 

Thus the work will continue as usual, with 
the exception that Mrs. Paul has been denied 
entrance te the inner room of the City Street 
and Aliey Cleaning Bureau. When asked if 
this edict would hinder her from making her 
usual reports to the bureau Mrs. Paul replied 
instantly: 

‘‘ Certainly not. In fact, 1 reported as usual 
this morning.”’ . 

The affair caused considerable stir yester- 
day. In addition to writing Mr. Rhode a 
strong letter. indorsing the work of his de- 
partment, H. G. Selfridge called on the 
Mayor to persoally express his regrets, LE.

MUST PAY OR QUIT USING HOSE, 


Thousands Being Discovered Who Are 
Evading the Sprinkling Tax. 

More people in this city own hose with 
which to sprinkle their lawns than anybody 
ever dreamed of. But the Water Department 
inspectors are finding them out. And as a 
result thousands of dollars are beimg col- 
lected, where heretofore only a few hundred 
came in, There is an ordinance requiring the 
payment of $3 for the use of water for sprink- 
ling , urposes on every twentyfive-foot lot. The 
owner of two lots whosprinkles both must pay 
$6. The department under previous admin- 
istrations never gave this item much atten- 
tien, and for that reason only a small number 
as compared to, the vast army owning hose 
anda using water in this way ever paid the tax, 
They are being found out, though, now and 
making settlement, and as a resuit the city 
will, it is estimated, collect somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 

Within the last six weeks the inspectors 
heve found and reported 6,000 hose in four 
wards, the tax upon which would be $18,000. 
Those who come in upon receiving notice and 
make prompt payment obtain a discount of 
15 per cent. Many are doing this.

George W.-Law of the firm of Law Bros., suc- 
ceeding E. L. Allen as manager of the Royal, ar- 
rived yesterday frem Cincinnati to look over the 
field preparatory to taking charge. John H. Law, 
the senior member of the firnt, will arrive today, 
and E. L. Allen is also expected today from New 
York, when the details of the transfer will be 
carried out. The change made in the Royal puts 
an end to one department in the consolidation of 
the central department, which has had its head- 
quarters in Cincinnati, and the Northwestern 
with headquarters in Chicago. The new depart- 
ment will be kuown as the Western, and will take 
in all the States formerly controlled by both the 
central and Northwestern departments, extending 
from Virginia to the Rocky Mountains. There are 
in the central department 500 agencies and the 
annual premium receipts have exceeded $500,000. 
In the Northwestern department there are 600 
agents and the annual premium income is upward 
of $500,000. In the consolidation Law Bros. will 
have under their jurisdiction 1,100 agencies, with 
premium income exceeding $1,000,000 a year. 

““Phe details of the transfer of the cefitral de- 
partment to Chicago and its consolidation with 
the Northwestern have not been comp.eted,”’ said 
Mr. Law yesterday. ‘It is the present intention 
to maintain the Cincinnati office of the company 
until Sept, 1, and reports of agents in the central 
department will be made to that office through 
August, after which all will come to Chicago. 
Either my brother or myself will be in Chicago 
continuously up to the time of the consolidation, 
after which both of us will make this our head- 
quarters.

J. M. Arnold, Chairman of the committee of 
nine appointed at the meeting of policy-holders 
in the Illinois Mutual Fire, called on President 
Franklin C. Taylor yesterday. No demand has 
yet been made upon President Taylor to examine 
the books and accounts of the company. Mr. 
Taylor seemingly is put out over the action of the 
policy-holders at Monday’s meeting, and he re- 
fused to say yesterday whether or not he would 
permit the committee to make the examination. 
He has grown secretive in regard to the affairs of 
the company, and when called on yesterday by a 
reporter for The Tribune declined to make any 
statement in regard to the affairs of the company 
further than that he had kept within the law in 
making the assessment. He had nothing to say 
in regard to the charge of gross incompetence 
brought against him by policy-holders, and sai 
he had not determined what action he would take 
when the committee demanded the right to ex- 
amine the books of the company. In court decis- 
ions in other States it has been held that a mutuai 
company could not make flat assessments upon 
policy-holders, and that assessments should be 
figured upon the time policies had been in force. 
It has been held also no assessmenf#could be made 
except for the payment of losses sustained and 
reasonable expenses. President Taylor's assess- 
ment was for three times the annual premium 
paid by each policy-holder, regardless of the 
length of time it had been in force, and he admits 
the amount which would be secured if all paid the 
assessment would more than meet losses, leaving 
a considerable sum which he proposes to use for

Topeka, Kas., July 29.—[Special Correspondence. ] 
—The Masonic Mutual Benefit Association of Kan- 
sas is making a frantic effort to avoid going into 
liouidation. The organization has been in existence 
twenty-two years, has paid about $400,000 in loses, 
and néw has @ reserve fund of $60,000. Its loses 
lately have beeome so heavy that the concern finds 
it impossible to induce young men to become mem- 
bers. The society is divided into four classes, the 
first being members between 20 and 30 years of 
nee, the second between 30 and 40, the third be- 
tween 40 and 50, and the fourth above 50. In the 
first class there are now only eighty-four members, 
the second class has a few more than 400, the third 
800, and the fourth 1,006. The members over 50 
years of age, some of whom are as old as 80, are 
dying off rapidly and the assessments are coming 
in thick and fast. The men at the head of the or- 
ganization realize jt cannot last much longer on 
the present basis and a meeting was held recently 
to adopt plans for a reorganization. The meeting 
adjournea to meet again Oct. 12, when some action 
will be decided upon. In the limited membership 
of the organization the death rate, which is not 
less than three a month, is too large to be met 
promptly by assessment. The reserve fund will be 
exhausted within a year and soon thereafter the 
society will be unable to pay death loses. These 
facts are known to a majority of the members and 
all are anxious for a reorganization. There is a 
strong movement on foot to convert the association 
into an old line company and to reach out into 
other States for business. Whether it is continued 
as an assessment concern or otherwise, if the reor- 
ganization is effected on any basis it will be with 
the expectation of not confining its business to this 
State.

“Mother Maggie” and her son “Pete” are 
slowly recovering from their terrible ex- 
perience the morning of July 25. They are 
grieving over the death of the daughter and 
sister, ‘‘White Stockings,’’ but their grief 
is tempered by the fact her slayer is at hard 
work in the bridewell. 


“Sport” is the only one of the family who | 


escaped unscathed, but his conscience trou- 
bles him to a certain extent because he de- 
serted his mother and brother and sister in 
the hour of conflict. 

The tragedy occurred early in the morning 
of July 25 in front of a livery-stable at No. 
213 Huron street. L. J. Conway lives on

Illinois street, between La Salle avenue and 
Wells street. Passing by a lunch wagon he 
noticed the lunch man was cutting ham and 
was exceedingly interested in the operation. 
Conway therefore improved the opportunity 
to appropriate a large bread knife. One of 
the City Cab company’s stables is located at 
No. 213 Huron street. The pet cats of the 
establishmént were asleep on the office 
steps. There were “Mother Maggie,”’ her 
only daughter, “White Stockings,’’ and her 
two sons, “Pete” and “Sport.” it was after 
midnight and all were seund asleep except 
“Sport,” who is of a naturally suspicious 
nature and keeps one eye open under all 
circumstances. 

Conway came along the street: swinging 
his bie bread knife and wondering what he 
could try it on, 

He saw the sleeping family. 

He slashed ‘“‘Mother Maggie” across the 
face, cutting a deep gash along her eye. 
Then he stabbéd ‘“‘White Stockings’’ in the 
ribs. “‘Pete’’ he chopped about the head. 
‘“Sport’’ was wide awake at the 
slaught and was half a block up the alley 
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“stOTHER MAGGIE.”’

FLOODS CAUSE DAMAGE IN THE WEST. 


Booneville, Mo., Badly Hurt—River Over- 
flowed at. Wichita, Kas. 


Booneville, Mo,, July 30.—The worst storm 
of wind that ever visited this city passed 
over last night. No fatalities are reported, 
but the damage to property is great. Two 
warehouses and an old packing-house were 
blown down on the river front. Sam Bar- 
rett’s mill was unroofed and partly blown 
down. The State Reform School for Boys 
was unroofed. The cupola of the courthouse 
was unroofed andthe spires of the Catho- 
lic and Baptist Churches were damaged. 

Nevada, Mo., July 30.—A heavy rain has 
been falling for the last twelve hours. The 
Marmaton River today overflowed its 
banks and hundreds of acres of growing 
crops are now under water. The creeks 
have covered a large acréage of corn. The 
loss will be heavy. A prominent local statis- 
tician says the large flax crop has been dam- 
aged in the shock over 25 per cent. 

Wichita, Kas., July 30.—[{Special.}]—An- 
other six-inch rise water came rushing 
down the Arkansas River this afternoon, 
and the water now extends over the valley 
for several miles, doing damage estimated 
at $120,000. Nearly all the small bridges in 
the adjacent streams have been wrecked, 
not by the rushing flood, but by the back 
water from the big river, against which they 
were not secured. Another twelve-inch rise 
will flood the entire city. 

Advices from Oklahoma and all over South- 
ern Kansas state that the streams are all out 
of their banks. There are many reports of 
accidents and fatalities, but none of them 
can be verified.
